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GERMANY’S NEW MONARC 
PATRIOTIO REPLIES TO THB 

IMPERIAL MESSAGES. 
THE NEW EMPEROR ENTHUSIASTICALLY 
CHEERED—OFFICIAL CHANGES—THE 


EMPEROR’S HEALTH. 


BERLIN, March 20.—In the Reichstag to- 
flay the President read the address of that body 
in reply'to the Imperial message. The address 
expresses the gratitude of the Reichstag to the 
Emperor for overcoming ail obstacles and 
assuming without delay the imperias 
dignity and its rights and _ duties, 
thanks his Majesty for his assurances, 
and expresses rorrow for the los3 of the great 
ruler to whom Germany owes her reconstruction 
and her unity, whose life was devoted to 
strengthening Germany’s influence and posi- 
tion, who was the guardian of the peace, and 
whose efforts were aimed at promoting the wel- 
fare of all classes. In conelusion, the Reichstag 
assures Emperor Frederick of ite unswerving 
fidelity in order to accomplish all the tasks Em- 
peror William marked out and bequeathed to 


the Germans as a legacy. The address was 
adopted without debate. Thesession was closed 
with three cheers for Emperor Frederick. 

Herr Ackermann, supported by the Conserva- 
tives, introduced an urgent motion requesting 
Prince Bismarck to introduce at the next ses- 
sion a bill for the erection of a monument to the 
late Einperor William, the founder of the Em- 
pire. The motion was adopted without debate. 

The Landtag, without debate, unanimously 
adopted the address in reply to the royal mes- 
sage. The address will be presented to the 
King. 

Official changes {n some high mulitary posts. 
which have hitherto been deferred through the 
disinclination which the late Emperor had to 
part from Generals who had grown gray in his 
service, are now about to be made. Among 
the appointments of political interest is that of 
Gen. von Waldersee to command the Khine 
Army Corps, It was in his house that the 
much-discussed meeting for the furtherance of 
Dr. Stoecker’s Berlin City Mission, which was 
attended by the present Crown Prince, was held. 

Gen. von Loe succeeds Gen. von Pape as Com- 
mander of the Corps of the Guard at Berlin. 
Gen. von Pape will given another command. 
Gen. von Haeseler succeeds Count von Walder- 
ses a8 Quartermaster-General. The removal of 
Count von Waldersec has oaused much surprise, 
pS it bas always been ager he would suc- 
ceed Count von Moltke. The removal is sup- 
posed to be due to Prince Bismarok’s annoyance 
over the ;anti-Semitio affair. 

Emperor Frederick’s voice tegreatly improved. 
His quietude has relieved the congestion of the 
throat. His condition to-day was the best since 
the operation. It is reported that Chaplain 
Stoecker has circulated gratis among the lower 
classes 32,000 copies of his Sunday paper con- 
taining a violent tirade against Dr. Mackenzie. 

It is expected that Emperor Frederick will 
proclaim an extensive amnesty on Thureday. 

Empress Augusta, replying to the address of 
®ympathy presented to her by the Municipal 
Council of Berlin, says: ‘‘ He who, during the 
latter years of his life, could witness the touch- 
ing daily spectacle presented when thousands 
strove to gain a momentary sight of him, said: 
and felt that with every look every heart also 
went out toward him. This daily incident was 
the morning greeting of the nation to Lis 
Prince and of the Prince to his people. 
On both sides ft had become a habit, to be 
‘abandoned only with regret. I need say no 
more to justify the sentiment which permits me 
to hope that, as my life will in the future be 
aevoted to the remembrance.of the past, I may 
feel myself supported by this consoling recollec- 
tion in the execution of the calling which still 
‘remains tome.” 

Emperor Fredertck has signed the Quinquen- 
mial Parliament bill. 

Dr. Friedberg, Minister of Justice, writes to 
‘the Freistanige denying the report that the 
Cabinet and other Ministers had had a confer- 
‘ence at which was discussed the advisability of 
establishing a regency. 


ViEennNA, March 20.—The Fremdenblattand 
Presse describe the comments of the Russian 
chauvinist press on Emperor Frederick’s proc- 
lamation aa highly cotored. These journals, they 
say, imagine that there exists a deep dissidence 
between Kmperor Frederick and Prince Bis- 
marck, and that a dissolution of the 
AustroGerman alliance is imminent, and 
they treat the recent dispatches from 
the Chancellor as private and unimportant cor 
Tespondence. The Russian journals, say the 
Vienna papers, must have some interest to en- 
courage themselves with this naive self-aecep- 
tion whereof events will soon show the futility. 

LonpDon, March 20.—The Prince of Wales 
and Gen. von Loe visited Windsor Castle to-day 
and presented to the Queen messages from the 
Emperor of Germany. 





THE TALK OF PARIS. 
CASSAGNAC DEFENDS BOULANGER-—SEN- 
ATOR CARNOT’S FUNBRAL. 

Paris, March 20.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M.de Cassagnac spokein behalf of 
Gen. Boulanger, protesting against his removal 
from the army. He disclaimed being a partisan 
of Gen. Boulanger. During his remarks he 
quoted from an article in the Boersen Courier of 
Berlin, which asserted that the Government had 
removed Gen. Boulanger at Germauy’s request. 
Premier Tirard declared that M. de Cassagnac’s 
remarks were insulting and asked that he would 
not continue to talk in the same strain. [Ap- 
plause.] The President of the Chamber, then 
addressing M. do Cassagnac, said: “The coun- 
try will judge the speaker’s words.” Premier 
Tirard to-day informed tbe Chamber of Deputies 
that the Military Tribunal would inquire into 
the case of Gen. Boulanger. The order of the 
day was then demanded by the Government and 
voted—349 to 93. 

Funeral services for the late Senator Carnot, 
the father of President Carnot, were held to-day 
in the Church of 8t. Philippe du Roule. Pres- 
ident Carnot was the chief mourner. ‘There was 
alarge attendance of Ministers, diplomats, and 
persons prominent in political and literary cir- 
cles. After the funeral, as the cortége was 
leaving the cemetery, a crowd of people rushed 
toward M. Ferry’s carriage, shouting “ A bas 
Ferry! Vive Boulanger!’ Order was finally 
restored by gendarmes. M. Ferry was com- 
pelled to accept police protection. 

Gen. Caffarel and Mme. Limouzin were sen- 
tenced to-day for complicity in the sale of dec- 
orations In Gen. Caftarel’s case extenuating 
cireumstanees were found and the court only 
imposed a fine of 3,000f. Mme. Limouzin was 
sentenced to six monthe’ imprisonment. 

President Carnot will soon make a tour 
through the North of France, visiting Dunkirk, 
Lille, and Maubeuge, in response to invitations 
from these places. King Leopold of Belgium 
will also go to Maubeuge. 


THE ENGLISH CONSOLS BILL. 
THE COMMISSION CLAUSE CARRIED BY 
A BIG MAJORITY, 

Lonpon, March 20.—Debate on the Con- 
version of Consols bill was resumed in the 
flouse of Commons this evening. Mr. Fowler 
(Liberal) moved to omit the provision for the 
payment to bankers of & commission of 1s. 6d. 
on stock converted through them. Sir 
John Lubbock (Liberal Unionist) defended 
the provision. He said that bankers could not 
be expected to co-operate without such a 
provision. Sir William Vernon Harcourt (Lib- 
eral) said that this was the first precedent of an 
English Government paying a commission for 
getting something done by the Stock Exchange 
which onght to be done by itself. Mr. Goschen, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, replied that the In- 
dian Government last year converted £50,000,- 
000 from 4 per cent. to 34g per cent. through 
bankers, paying them a commission of 4 per 


cent. The business of conversion cost much 
trouble. He would therefore ask the House to 
adhere to the terms of the bill. Mr. Gladstone 
said that Mr. Goschben had not made out a case 
for the proposal. It was an extravagant 
payment. Mr. Goschen responded that if the 
ayment was refused the whole scheme would 
G aground. The commission provision was ap- 
proved by a vote of 244 to117. This division 
practically carries the conversion scheme. 

Powell Williams, after consulting with Mr. 
Chamberlain, Lord Hartington, and other Union- 
ists, and with the consent of the Government, 
has laid on the table in the House of 
Commons an amendment to Mr. Parnell’s 
motion for the second reading of the 
Arrears Dill, which it is hoped_ will 
secure the support of all but four of the Union- 
fats, The amendment, which was drafted by 
Mr. Chamberlain, declares that no Dill will be 
gatisfactory unless it deals also with other than 
landlord debis. 

Mr. O’Brien, 1n replying to Mr. Chamberlain, 
says that that gentleman, by vague denials, 
practically adwite the truth of his state- 
ments.

sentatives and Senate this morning at Frank- 
fort, when the Governor’s message announced 
that State Treasurer James W. Tate had been 


‘suspended, owing to the discovery of a large 


deticitin his accounts. The history of the dis- 
covery is as follows: In the early part of the 
session of the Legisiature Senator J. K. Hendrick 
offered a resolution providing for an investiga- 


It 
passed the Senate, but was not concurred in by 
the House until a short time ago. Two experts, 
W.T. Samuels and H. L. Cambridge, were ap- 
pointed to make an investigation. They went 
to work on the Auditor's booka, but have not 
yet reached the Treagsurer’s office. About two 
weeks ago Auditor Hewitt began pressing Treas- 


‘urer Tate for a settlement, but the latter put 


the Auditor off from day to day. Finally, 
on last Wednesday, the Auditor demanded a 
settlement of the Treasurer. The latter told 
him that he was obliged to ga to Louisville 
Thursday, but would be back Friday and make 
the desired sottiement. Thursday morning 
Tate went to Louisville, and on Friday tele- 
graphed Mr. Hewtt that he would be home 
Saturday. Friday morning he paid his bill at 
the Louisville Hotel, and since then he has not 
been heard from. As he did not come home Sat- 
urday or Sunday, Mr. Hewitt began an tuvesti-: 
gation of the Treasurer's books. He soon found 
the Treasurer had drawn outof the bank from 
the State funds $124,000 more than his vouchera 
called for, Mr. Hewitt informed the Governor 
of the resuit of his investigation, and that of- 
{cial notified the Legislature this morning. 

Shortly after being notified the House passed 
@ resolution offering a reward of $5,000 for 
Tate's arrest. Thisresolution will be concurred 
in by the Senate to-morrow. A joint committee 
was appointed to consider the Governor's mes- 
sage announcing the suspension of ‘Tate. 

It is believed by many of Tate's warm friends 
that he has gone to either Canada or Mexica, as 
he was talking to Senator Wrizht a few days 
ago, asking him about extradition laws between 
this country and the countries named, There 
is much conjecture as to what became of the 
money. It is stated, however, upon good author- 
ity that the Treasurer has loaned much of 
the money to his friends on more or less good 
security, and that he himself has speculated 
considerably in whisky. He leaves no personal 
assets behind save bis residence in South Frank- 
fort, which is valued at $5,000 and deeded to his 
wife, some Chicago property, and some mount- 
ain land. It is impossible to tell until a 
complete investigation is made bow long a 
period of time the peculations extend over, but 
two years ago an investigating committee found 
the office ail right. The Treasurer’s bondsmen 
for 1886 were J. Stoddard Johnston, 8S. Black, 
A. W. Macklin, Scott Brown, H. L Collins of 
Franklin County, George W. Robb of Woodford, 
W. H. Barbeo of Scott, and T. J. Megibben of 
Harrison County. For this year his bondsmen 
are Johnaton, Megibben, Brown, Macklin, Robb, 
Barbee, and Black, named above, and W. J. 
Chinn of Franklin County. Tate has a wife and 
daughter, Mrs. Alfred Martin, who 18 with her 
mother. He was born in Franklin County in 
1431, and has held many high positions of 
trust. He bas been State Treasurer continu- 
ously for 20 years. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 20.—Col. James 
W. Tate, the defaulting Treasurer, was last seen 
{n this city on Friday of last week. He came 
down on the evening train and went at once to 
the Louisville Hotei, where he registered and 
was given a room. He remained here that 
night and allthe next day. Immediately after 
supper on Saturday he paid his bill at the hotel 
and left. He did not take the ¢vening train, 
however, but he must have remained here until 
midnight, since he was seen about 10 o’elock 
that night by a geutleman who took 
several drinks with him. Col. Tate was 
then considerably under the influence of 
liquor. The supposition here is that he left on 
the 2 o’clock train forthe East. The salary of 
the State Treasurer is only $2,400 a year, but he 
is ex-officio a member of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, with $600 a year for performing the 
duties of that office. In the last Democratic 
campaign Mr. Tate had no opposition for the 
nomination as State Treasurer. Every body 
laughed at the idea of opposing ‘*‘ Honest old 
Dick Tate.”

A NEW CITY RAILROAD. 

ALBANY, March 20.—The City Railroad 
Company of New-York was incorporated to-day 
with a capital of $1,000,000. The company had 
to pay the State Treasurer $1,250 for the priv- 
ilege of incorporation. The distance is 20 miles. 
The southern terminus is:in the block bounded 
by Front, South, Moore, and Whitehall streets, 
and the line is to run through the blocks easter- 
ly of the New-York Produce Exchange, crossing 
Broadway southerly from Recter-street through 
the block bounded by Washington, Greenwich, 
Rector, and Carlisle streets, thonce northerly 
through the block between Bleecker and Third 
streets; thence by curved line westerly 
through the blocks bounded by Sixth-avenue, 
West Washington-place, Waverley-place, and 
Grove-atreet; thence northerly through the 
blocks between Sixth and Seventh avenues to a 
point between Fiity-fifth and Fifty-sixth streets; 
thence by a curved line northwesterly through 
the blocks to a pointon Fifty-ninth-street, near 
Eighth-avenue; thence north to the Harlem 
River, and across the river to a pointin;thetown 
of New-Rochelle.

Administration is given to-day by the message — 
of the President tothe Senate concerning the 
appropriation, by “‘unblushing frauds,” of the. 
public lands in Oregon, under the pretense 
of using those lands for the oconstruction 
wagon roads that have net been, 
constructed. The story is told ina letter from 
Secretary Vilas, who has made the subject a 
matter of careful study, and who has discovered 
the steps by which vast areas of the public do- 
main have been virtually stolen by dishon- 
est corporations formed for that purpose. The 
Seeretary confines his letter to three land grants 
to the State of Oregon for wagon roads in that: 
State, and his reeital fully warrants the Presi- 
dent’s comment that he has shown the 
existence of the most unblushing frauds 
upon the Government. The history of these 
frauds ie explained by Mr. Vilas, who brings - 
out very plainly the fact that Con- 
greas needs to be. stirred up by more 
than one exposure of such frauds before it can 
be induced to take any step toward saving the 
public land for deserving settlers. In July, 
1864, Congress granted to the State of Oregon, 
to aid in the construction of a military wagon 
road from Eugene City by way of the Willamette 
River an@ the most fordable pass in the Cas- 
cade Mountains to the eastern boundary of 
the State, alternate sections of the public lands 
for three sections in width on eaeh side of the 
line. In October of the same year the Oregon 
Legislature conferred the grant upon the Ore- 
gon Central Military Koad Company. 1n Decem- 
ber, 1866, Congress authorized theState toselect 
from the odd-numbered sections within six miles 


of the road, land equal in amount to that re- 
served from the operation of the act of 1864. 
Under this there was a withdrawal of the 
odd-numbered sections for six miles on’: 
side of the line of the road. 
This withdrawal was revoked as to the indemni- 
ty limits in August last. The line of road cov- 
ered by this land grant is 420 miles long, and 
in round numbers the grant sonees 
806,400 acres. Of this amount 235,568 
acres have been patented te the Oregon 
Central Military Road Company. The patents 
were 1ssued under the law of 1874, which pro- 
vides that patents shal! issue in all cases where 
the roads are shown by the certificate of the 
Governor of the State to have been constructed 
and completed. 

In July, 1886, Congress made another big 
grant to Oregon to aid in the construction of a 
military wagon road from Albany, by way of 
Canyon City. to the eastern boundary of the 
State. This grant was of three sections per mile, 
to be selected within six miles of the 
road. A withdrawal was made of the 
alternate sections for six miles on each 
side of the line, and still remains. Three 
months later the Oregon Legislature turned 
the grant over to the Willamette Valley 
and Cascade Mountain Wagon Road Com- 
Four years/later Congress authorized the 
construction of the road by way of Camp 
Harney, instead of Canyon City. The line of 
the road is 45619 miles, and the grant aggre- 
gated 876,480 acres, of which 548,749 acres 
have been patented to the road company. 

The third grant referred to by Secretary Vilas 
was nade to the State of Oregon in 1867, to aid 
in the construction of a military wagon road 
from Dalles City, via Camp Watson, Can- 
yon City, and Mormon or Humboldt 
3asin, to point on Snake River, op- 
posite Fort Loise, Idaho. It inoluded 
alternate sections of land to the extent of three 
sections in width on each aide of the road, with 
the right te select from alternate sections with- 
in 10 miles:of the road an additional amount 
equal to the amount reserved from the operation 
of the grant. The usual withdrawal of the full 
10-mile limits was made, but in August 
last this withdrawal was revoked. The year 
after the grant was made to the State the latter 
conferred it upon the Dalles Mihtary Road Com- 
per. The length of the road line was approx- 

mately 357 miles, making the grant about 685,- 
440 acres, The Dalles Company has had patented 
to 1t 126,910 acres, 

The Interior Department was informed by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office in 
‘May last that for the preceding 15 months 
complaintajhad been made to him that these three 
roads had never been constructea. The Com- 
missioner recommended = an investigation, 
and two agents of the department were 
sent to Oregon to look into the matter. 
A great mass of testimony was taken from citi- 
zens along the lines of the roads, and testimony 
was putin by the, road companies, who were 
represented by attorneys who cross-examined 
witnesses. The agents also examined the roads, 
Their report was handed in last month, together 
with the testimony. “ The testimony.” says 
Secretary Vilas, “appears te conclusively 
establish that none of these wagon roads was 
constructed according te law, and that by a 
rightful administration of the grants and 
the trust no lands should ever have 
become the property of the companies 
on whom they were attempted to be bestowed 
by the Btate. The law requires that ‘ when the 
Governor of said State shall certify to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior that 10 continuous miles 
of said road are cempleted then a quantity of 
the land hereby granted, not to exceed 30° 
sections, may be sola.’ In the case of the Dalles 
military road, Gov. George L. Woods certitied 
on June 28, 1869, only eight months after 
rom had . been turned over to 
the Dalles Company, that he had ‘made 
a careful examination of said road since 
its eompletion, and that the same is built in all 
respects as required by the said above recited 
acts, and that said road is accepted.’ There was 
no certificate sbowing the construction of 
the road in sections. The report of the 
special agents shows that Gov. Woods did not 
zo east of Canyon City in his inspection and did 
not oxamine the 170 miles lying eass 
of that point, and that the pretended road 
was nowhere built as required by law. No 
other roads were examined in sections from 
time to time by agents appointed by the Gov- 
ernors. On their reports certificates of comple- 
tion were issued by the Governor asserting 
that both roads were completed according 
to law. Noi other ‘sales’ of granted 
lands were made by Oregon, except by 
the passage of the acts confirming the 
grant in March 13, 1876. Tho lles 
Company deeded to Edward Martin of San Fran- 
cisco its claimed land grant in bulk by mesne 
of similar character. Such a 
us these deeds could oonvey is 
now in the Eastern Lana Company of 
San Francisco. On Aug, 19, 1871, the 
Willamette Valiey Company in like manper, 
deeded ita grant to H. K. W. Clarke, and by’ 
mesne conveyance a similar title now appears 
in Alexander Weill. In 1874 the Oregon Cen- 
tral ——— conveyed by its deeds, each for an 
undivided one-half, its land graut in bulk to B, 
J. Pengra, then its President, and by ether con- 
veyances this title ia now in the California and 
Oregon Land Company. 

In a letter to the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, written in January, 1881, Secre- 
tary Schurz recommended a resumption by 
the United States Government of the 
lands embraeed within the grant for 
the Willamette Valley Cempany. The sub- 
ject was referred to the House Milttary 
Affairs Committee, which recommended that no 
legislation be had, on the ground that the title 
to the land was lawfully vested in Weill, and 
ceuld not be forfeited or annulled and rein- 
vested in the United States except br 
judicial proceedings and because iit was 
a vested right which Congress could not 
take away. A year afterward Secretary 
Kirkwood called the attention of Congress to 
the importance of legislation regarding these 
grants. This time the matter went to the Senate 
Military Affaire Committeé. That body re- 
ported that the Executive Department of 
the Government had ample authority to in- 
stitute legal proceedings for forfeiture of 
the grants “without further legislation.” The 
Oregonj Legislature, in .1885, sitting in special 
session, sent a memorial to Congress declaring 
that the road corporations had failed, 
neglected, and refused to build or repair any 
roads along the rontes the roads should 
have been constructed. The memorial pointed 
out that the patents for land had 
been obtained by false and fraudulent repre- 
sentations and the Legislature asked Congress 
to annul the grants of lands not yet patented 
and that suit be brought to vacate the putents 
of lands acquired by fraud. This memorial went 
to the Senate Committee on Public Lands. The 
committee reported a bill in the last Congress 
providing in certain cases for the forfeiture of 
wagon-road grants in Oregon, but no further 
action was taken. A simular bill has been intro- 
duced in the present Congress. 

Secretary Vilas points out that the evidence 
shows that the conditions on which these 
wagon-road = grants were made, have 
not been complied with in a_ single 
particular. It was evidently the purpose 
of the rantees to obtain the and 
with scarcely a semblance of the performance 
of corresponding duties. The agents to whom 
it was intrusted to see that the’ law was com- 
plied with not only failed to dogo, but the circum- 
stances excite en geome not entirely satisfied 
by the theory of neglect. The wagon roads 
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been followed by anything fairly approximating 
construction. Such roads as existed on the 
lines are the only ones of practicable 
use, and those lines were not built 
by wagon road companies. The practicable 
ferries or river crossings and portions of the: 
roade are under private charge and tolls are! 
exacted for their use. The work done 
by these companies waa little more than 
to mark lanes where the roada should be. All 
the work done did not cost in the aggre- 
gate one-tenth of the valine of the 
lanas already patented to them. The. 
total amount expended in construction by 
the Dalles Company was about $6,000,” by the 
Willamette Valley Company about $24,000. 
Seoretary Vilas holds that the granted lands not 
yet patented should be forfeited and further’ 
patenting forbidden.

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THE TARIFF REFORM BILL 


SOME OF THE CUHANGES MADE. 
IN COMMITTEE. 


°THE FRANTIC, BUT FUTILE, OPPOSITION-{ 


OF THE REPUBLICANS—“‘ UNBLUSH- 
ING FRAUDS” IN OREGON. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—With last 
night’s meeting of the Committee on Ways and 
Means the committee about closed up work on 
the measure, but the order formally to report it 
will probably not be made before Thursday, 
although it may beadopted in the meeting of 
the committe to-morrow. The bill will go to the 
House substantially as introduced. A few 
changes have been made, not without obstruc- 
tion from the minority. The course of Mr. Reed 
and his Republican associates has been one of 
feebie criticism out of sight and hearing of the 
gallerics and in a place where nothing but ordi- 
nary business talk could be properly indulged.., 
The great leader of the divided minority did not 
appearto advantage. It is understood that it - 
was his idea that the Republicans should annoy 
the Democrats by insisting that reasons for 
each change should be given as the items were ‘& 


.takenup. The Democrats did not mind hearing 


themselves called ‘‘dark-lantern conspirators,” 
and other bitterly sarcastic names, but they | 
were determined not to waste time in exchang- 
ing epithets. So they allowed the Republicans 
to fume, which they did famously, and then 
voted the items through about as they had been 
printed. 

For reasons which appeared to be good, the 
Democrats took cement from the free list and 
restored it to the dutiable list at 10 per cent., a 
reduction from the present duty of 20 per cent. 


It having been shown that the proposed yedauc- 
tion of the duty on ornamental earthenware 


from 50 and GO per cent. to 40 per cent. would 


be resisted, with danger to the snecess of the 
measure, it was advanced to45 per cent. The 
changes proposed in the duty on steel 
ingots were dropped, leaving the duties as at 
resent. It was probably for political reasons 
hat jute bagging was taken from the free list, 
to which it had been transferred, and put upon 
the dutiable list at 16 per cent., the same duty 
being also fixed for jute twines, which had been 
put at 25 per cent., In common with all tne 
fibre yarns and twines. At the same time the 
machinery for making cotton bagging was put 
upon the free list, and glue was also aided to 
that list 

The Republicans do not appear to be any bet- 
ter prepared to report a bill than they were a 
month ago. They continue to protest most vig- 
orously against that of the Democrats. The 
passage of the Ways and Means bill, they insist, 
means ruin to many American industries. One 
of the Democrats, referring to this complaint 
to-day, suggested that the Republicans 
were pursuing a very curious policy 
if they really believe that the Demo- 
cratic bill is one calculated to prostrate 
American industries. ‘If that is the fact,” 
said this Democrat, who ts a successful business 
man in a large city, * why should the Repub-. 
licans stand in the way of its passage. We all 
know that the reason for their opposition is a 
desire to create a belief that the Democrats 
mean to destroy the country, while the wisdom 
of the Republicans is to saveit. Suppose they 
get out of the way and let us pass the bill. We 
will take the chances of ruin with all that ruin 
must wean to a party determined to inflict 
it. They ought to let us ruin the coun- 
try early, so the people would tind it 
out, and if the Democratic Party bad been the 
cause of it by forciug an unjust tariff reduction 

ill through the Congressional elections, and 
perhaps the Presidential election, too, would fol- 
low soon, and the punishment would undoubted- 
ly be made to fit the crime. The fact is, the Re- 
publicans know that the bill would notruin any- 
body, but they are determined not to disappoint 
the monopolists and trust combinations that are 
demanding that nothing shall be done.” 

The bill will goin as soon as it can be proper 
ly reported, either to-morrow on Thursday, and 
1t will be called up in the House as soon there- 
after as convenient. Mr. Reed has begun to 
canvass the Republicans to find out what they 
want, and he is beginning to discover that 
they are as divided as he has imsisted the 
Democrats were. They willnot have whisky 
reduction; they will have sugar reduction. In- 
deed, they propose to make the prineipal cus- 
toms reduction on sugar. That appears to be 
about all the Republicans can unite on at pres- 
ent.

After the adjournment of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress there was much discussion as to the au- 
thority of the President to make recess appoint- 
ments to newly-created offices not filled before 


the adjournment of Congress. The ground was 
then taken by many lawyers in and out of Con- 
gress that the President could not make such 
appointments. Yet he named the Inter-State 
Comme-cce Commissioners, who were afterward 
confirmed without provoking the Senate to any 
protest. Then the office of Judge for the Second 
Judicial District of New-York was created. The 
Congress adjourned, and the President, during 
the recess, appointed Mr. Lacombe as Judge. 
Then suggestions were heard that the 
question of authority would be raised. 
‘three weeks ago, when the confirmation 
ot Judge Lacombe was made, the Senate filed 
with the record of its contirmation a memo- 
randuim of its objections to appointments made 
in this manner, and a copy of the objections 
waa sent tothe President. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee expressly deny the constitutional right 
of the President to fillduring a recess of the 
Senate oflices created at the last preceding 
session and which had never before been filled, 
ana assert that the only time when any Presi- 
dent had ever undertaken to exereise such 
power was when President Monroe, in 1822, 
appointed two gentlemen to places’ in 
the military establishment newly created, 
Whenthe Senate again metand the names of 
these gentlemen were sent in, they were re- 
jected. The Judiciary Committee then go on to 
say that “‘the impropriety of this unwarranted 
action of Mr. Cleveland is much more apparent 
in the case of political office.” Senators Wilsou 
of Lowa, Ingalis, and Pugh unite in an adai- 
tional comment, saying: “Itis againatthe just 
philosophy and policy ef our constitutional sys- 
tem that judicial offices should be filled In every 
instance without the advice and consent 
of the Senate.” Senator Veat ap- 
pends an additional comment to the 
effect that under no circumstances, however 
extreme, could he admit the constitutional 
power of the President to act as he had, and 
that there were no party divisions in this 
matter, the Democratic Senators being —_ as 
pronounced as the Republicans in their disap- 
proval of what the President had done. The 
pomination of Mr. Lacombe was contirmed be- 
cause, technically, the terms in which it was 
made did not show there were any unusal cir- 
cumstances in the case, but the committee placed 
its proteston the flies, 60 that thereafter, if a 
similar case should arise, the consent of the 
committee and of the Senate to the appointment 
of Judge Lacombe should not be construed as a 
precedent,

This afternoon Jay Gould and his son George 
were together all the while from 4 to 5:30 
o’clock. They were atthe Western Union Tele- 
graph office busily engaged in receiving and an- 
awering scores of messages. At 5:30 o'clock 
they left there and slowly walked up to the 
Windsor Hotel, both earnestly conversing all 
At the Windsor Mr. Jay Gould met 
several acquaintances this evening and seemed 
pleased with the greeting extended.

GRAND ARMY FRAUDS. 


THE GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATING AN 
ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 

Evmira, N. Y., March 20.—The reports 
from Washington to the effect that there was a 
conspiracy among certain members of the Grand 
Army in this city tou rob the Government by false 
pension claims seems to be only too trne. When 
Pension Agents Enock and Shannon were in the 
city looking up the ‘“ Blind” Patterson alleged 
fraud case gome time since suflicient facts came 
to HUght to warrant an _ investigation, 
which resulted in the discovery that the 
conspiracy was widespread and deep-seated, 
particularly in one post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. Soon after the arrest of Dr. N. R. 
Mills, Capt. John Laidlaw, Stephens, Darling, 


and Coleman enough became known to show 
from witnesses for the Government and others 
that an effort was being made to honeycomb the 
Treasury, and the plot as being carried out was 
broken up. In the meantime detectives kept 
terreting out the facts until sufficient has been 
learned to warrant a general stirring up in 
Grand Army circles here. 

In an interview with prominent members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to-day THE 
TIMES’S correspondent learned the following 
facts: One man said: * Some of the worst scums 
of the earth managed to get in some posts and 
their element grows strong, while respectable 
members who do not care to associate with 
them stay away from meetings. This feeling 
has led to the state of affairs in a certain lodge 
in this city. The bad element controlled it and 
were linked together to work the pen- 
sion ‘racket’ for all 1t was worth, stop- 
ping at nothing to accomplish their pur- 
pose. Furthermore, they even furnished money 
to defond Darling, Coleman, and Stephens, on the 
ground that they were being persecuted, and by 
this claim good men were compelled to assist in 
carrying out the scheme. The public was ap- 
pealed toin the name of the ‘old veterans,’ but 
nothing was mentioned about adefense fund, 
and honest men’s money was given, but not tor 
the purpose for which it was used.” 

Another highly-respected oid soldier saié: 
“Tam heartily glad tbat this thing will be in- 
vestigated. Itis rotten to the core, or at least 
it appears to be, and the men that are into it do 
not show anything else. [have had suspicions 
foralong time, but the tracks were s0 thor- 
oughly covered that I could not see the crook- 
edness. I understand that the Government has 
sufficient evidence to make wholesale arrests, 
and that many of the persons implicated are 
being continually sbadowed, and will be 
arrested after the Patterson case is concluded.” 

Other Grand Army men spoke in the same 
strain, and believed that the good members of 
all the posta in the country would assist in 
breaking up the corrupt practices, punish the 
guilty parties, and restore the good name of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in this city.

SCHOONERS 1N COLLISION. 

BALTIMORE, March 20.—The bark Serene, 
Capt. Segerman, at this part to-day from Rio 
Janeiro, brought Capt. McLeod and Mate Mc- 
Donald of the schooner Flerencs Rogers, from 
Charleston for New-York witb railroad ties. 
About 2 o’clock on the morning of the 12th inst., 
some distance south from Cape Henry, the 
Serene collided with the schooner, by which the 
jibboom and catheads were carried away and 
about 25 feet of the bulwarks were broken. The 
Captain and mate of the schooner succeeded in 
boarding the bark, when the Rogers driftea off 


and was not again seen. Capt. McLeod of the 
Florence Rogers reports that about three hours 
previous to the collision with the Serene his 
Vessel was in coliision with an unknown three- 
masted schooner, iu which he lost jibboom and 
bowsprit. After the collision with the Serene 
the schooner began to fill rapidly, and seeing no 
hope to save the schooner, himself and mate got 
to the Serene, but the orew could not. The 
sehooner had previously lost her boat. Both 
Captains report a heavy sea and wind blowing 
from 65 to 70 miles an hour when the vessels 
collided. 
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AN ELEVATED: ROAD FOR OHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, March 20.—The City Council 
passed an ordinance last night granting the 
South Side Rapid Transit Company right to 
erect an elevated road across certain streets and 
alleys on the south side. A notable feature was 
incorporated in the ordinance in the shape ofa 
provision requiring the company to deposit 
$100,000 in cash with the City Treasurer asa 


guarantee that it will buila the road. This is to 
be refunded after operations have been begun 
and $200,000 expended. The representative of 
the New-York and Chicago syndicate which 
proposes to build the road says the ordinance 
wili be accepted. The company, he claims, pro- 
poses to buy outright its right of way between 
street crossings. it is thought now that the 
road will run between Wabash-avenue and 
Dearborn-street, south from Van Buren to 
Thirty-ninth street, and thence through Hyde 
Park to One Hunared and Twenty-first-street.

NO DANGER OF SPREADING 


THE STRIKE WILL BE CON- 
FINED TO THE BURLINGTON. 
‘A GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR CHIEF AR< 
THUR’S BLIND FOLLOWERS—PLENTY 

OF MEN TO OPERATE THE ROAD. 

Cnicaco, March 20.—“* The strike will not 
‘extend to other roads.” This is what Chairman 
Hoge of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
striking engineers: said to-night, and it was 
echoed by Chief Sargent of tho Firemen’s 
Brotherhood. At the headquarters of the strik- 
ers there is very little goingon. Reports from 
points along the Burlington line continue to 
declare that the men are standing firm. The 
officials of the company are just as positive that 
the road is getting on well with the new men. 

Kansas City, March 20.—At no time 
since the strike on the Burlington was begui 
has the outiook been so gloomy for the strikers 
as at present. No one who has watched the 
progress of the-strike during the past few weeks 
oan fail to observe the change. The strikers see 
the handwriting on the wall, and many of them 
are honest enough to acknowledge that it looks 
as if few of them wouldever go back or get 
back, even if they want to. But they are still 
determined to-fight,-even if the ena means total 
discomfiture. With no hope of success now they 
are waging a desperate battle, and unless there 
is a change-in their favor another week wili find 
them defeated on every point. 

Chairman Stevens of the unton committee, 
who represents both Mr. Arthur and Mr. Sar- 
gent here, is still confident that a compromise 
will be arrived at-in Chicago. Ho said this morn- 
ing: ‘‘The ‘Q’ is playing a game of bluff. One 
of our men has just come in froma tour of the 
system and says the motive power isin sa bad 


condition and that the roadis doing but 30 per 
cent. of its former business. Tnis cannot be 
kept up for months, you see. No road could 
stand it, not even the ‘Q,’ and that’s the way it 
looks now.” 

‘*Are there any deserters ?”’ 

* But two outof the 1,400 men thatstruck,ané 
these were among the wealthiest engineers. 
Their greed for gain caused their fall.” 

** Have you found any rebellion to Arthur ?” 

“No, the Santa Fé incident amounts to noth- 
ing. He was right in ordering the men back. 
We ask the roads to preserve neutrality because 
we can enforeit. When they do this itis all woe 
ask. When they don’t we can mako them. They 
saw what was done on the Santa Fé. We make 
no war on women or children, but we are going 
to use every honorable means to prevent an 
interchange of business.” 

Last night the officials of the Santa F6 Rail- . 
road notified all persons interested that they 
were in a position to receive al! kinds of freight 
and transfers from other roads. One of the 
notices was sent to the Burlington oflice, and, in 
consequence, at 9 o’clock this moruing a trans- 
fer of boycotted freight was made to the Santa 
Fé and was received by it. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Spoor of the Santa Fé said to THE Timks’s 
correspondent: ‘ We have notified all roads 
that we are ready to do business and we are 
ready to take everything. The Burlington wiil 
be treated the same as any other road. The 
men are making no objection to the handling of 
‘Q’ freight, and no such thing as another strike 
is anticipated.” 

The Gulf and oneor two other roads havebeen 
busy this afternoon handling Burlington freight, 
and the local Superintendents of the other roads 
are only awaiting instructions from headquar- 
ters to begin likewise. The one thing that has 
hindered the Burlington for more than a week 
is that the other roads would not receive or ex- 
change ita freight. Lt this diffeulty is removed 
the road will be in good running order. Assist- 
ant Superintendent Fish said this morning: 
“Tne strike on the §'Q’ is ended. I knew 
it would be when the great number oj 
applications for positions came in during the 
first days of the strike. I have been receiving 
applications every day-since, and yesterday | 
wired Mr. Merrill asking him if there were any 
vacancies on the system, as I had men that | 
coulda send to any point where they were necded. 
His answer was: ‘On the Chicago, Burlingtor 
and Quincy system there are now as many engi: 
neers and firemen in service as there were or 
the Saturday before the strike. Our rolls are 
full.’ You see that there is no need of help any 
where, and the road can be run withuut the 
brotherhood.” 


DecaTor, Ala., March 20.—The engineers 
on the Louisville and Nastville Railroad at De- 
catur to-day refused to pull a freight train to 
which aj “Q” car was attached. The car was 
taken out and turned over to the Memphis and 
Charleston Ratlroad, whose engineers aiso re- 
fused to move it.

DETROIT, Mich., March 20.—The Chicago 
and Grand Trunk Brotherhood of Engineers and

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 20.—Early this 
morning Constables Crow and Sebrig of Somer- 
Ville arrested Maurice Nolan, the suspected 
murderer of Farmer Race, at his home at Beile- 
mead. He wasina sound sleep when the oflfli- 
cers called at the house and manifested no 
special concern when told of their miasion. He 
denied the crime in a matter-of-fact way, and 
betrayed no excitement at the piight ho was in. 


Nothing that could be considered as likely to 
criminate him was found upon his person or in 
his house. He was taken to Somerville and put 
in the county jail on acommitment issued by 
Justice Sutphin. A bundle containing $145 in 
gold, silver, and greenbacks and an old siiver 
watch, a tew every-day garments, and soine 
string such as Was found near Farmer Race’a 
body were found in Nolan’s house and brought 
to Somerville. 

Nolan 18 a common farmer’s helper, possessed 
of no shrewdness and not too intelligent. Of 
recent years he has been selling poultry for a 
living. He accounts for his whereabouts on 
Saturday, the day of the murder, telling a very 
straight story. He has retained ex-Congress- 
man Alvah A. Clark as his counsel. The in- 
quest, which was to have been held to-day, has 
been postponed until to-morrow. Coroner Fisher 
expresses the opinion that the evidence against 
Noian 1s so flimsy that no jury will hold hiin.

W. L. Russell, whose firm publishes the Amer 
tcan Metal Market and who are besides or here- 
tofore bave been large operators in copper, said 


the present condition of the market, notwith- 
standing this showing, was weak. Consumers 
did not dare to purchase because there was no 
security in so doing. The recently organized 
French syndicate had not yet given any indica- 
tion of its intentions, and consanwmers could bet- 
ter afford to wait until they heard from this 
august monopoly than enter the market even at 
present low prices and secure their necessary 
stock for the uext six months, with the proba- 
bility confromiing them in case they did that the 
syndicate would, within the period, offer the 
iurtalin the open market at less than present 
prices. On the other band, there was a moral 
certainty that all the copper now floafing about 
the market would soon be bought up and follow 
the large shipments already made across the 
Atlantic, ana that thereafter prices would be 
made by the syndicate and all the world would 
be in subjection to them. 

Heretofore the Calumet and Hecla Company 
had been in the babit of holding an annual pool 
saie, said Mr. Russell, which would fix the mar- 
ket price of the article for the ensuing six 
anonths. The great consumers of the country 
would contract at these sales for the quautities 
they would respectively require for the succeed- 
ing half year, and the pool would guarantee on 
its part that the price should not be suffered to 
drop within the specified period. Deliveries 
were made by the most direct or cheapest route 
irom the mine to the purchaser. Under this 
coudition of things a greatdeal of metal got 
abroad in the land during the remaining six 
months and often interfered disagreeably with 
the desires of the pool regarding prices. Now 
all that had been changed, American copper 
was preferred forits superior purity by manu- 
facturers all over the world. And in anticipa- 
tion of a raise in prices as soon as the ayndicate 
cume to control the situation foreign consumers 
bad come into the market and purchased nearly 
alltne metalin sight. And althongh the syndi- 
eate had purchased the greater quantity it had 
not been suffered to get it all. It was now 
thought, however, that substantially ail the 
stock copper had been gathered up out of the 
hands of possible competitors and that within a 
short time the syndicate would bold its sale and 
show ite hand. Everybody would be compelled 
to buy of the trust, and ifit did not run prices 
up over 10 per cent. consumers were prepared 
to submit without grumbiing for the satisfaction 
of being assured of @ stability of prices. Butthe 
direct delivery system woulda terminate with the 
momept that the trust leld its first sale. Allthe 
copper would be sold in New-York by the agent 
of the syndicate for delivery from New-York, 
avd Chieago and other Western consumers, who 
had been receiving their copper direct from the 
mines, would have to pay freights from New- 
York, tozether with the accumulated freights 
from the mines to New-York. 

Mr. Russell thought it unlikely that the pres- 
ent rate of exportation would continue, for the 
surplus stock would soun be exhausted and the 
syndicate would thereafter so regulate the out- 
put of the mines thatthere would be no overpro- 
duction, apd aa they would have no competition 
to encounter they could and probably would 
make their own prices.

THE HARLEM CHANNEL. 
4 REPORT ON THE IMPROVEMENT TO THE 
BOARD OF ALDERMEN, 

The Cominittee on Lands, Places, and the 
Fark Departinent submitted as yesterday’s 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen @& report on 
the Harlem River and Spuyten Duyvil Creek 
lmprovemest. The report says: 

“The plan ofthe improvement is to construct a 
channei 400 feet in width and 15 feet in depth from 
the Hudsvep Kiver at Spuyten Duyvil to the lhird- 
aveuue bridge at Ilariem. It is alsu {u contemplation 
to improve the Nills, between Kandall’s Island and 
the wainland. The only variation in the wiath and 
depth, froin the dimensions as just stated, 1s where 
the chaunel will pass through the rock cut at Two- 
Hundred and Twentietii-street; there it will be 350 
feet in width and 18 feetin depth, but this contrac- 
tion is more than counterbalanced by the flow of the 
tide through the ancient chaunel of Spuyten Duyvil 
at tbe head of Manhattan Island, which isto be kept 
open. ‘The United States have begun the work 
under the foregoing plan by Making a contract with 
Jolin Satterlee of Lowood, N. J., who is now exca- 
vating about four-tfthus of the ruck at Two Hundrea 
and Il wentieth street, and is to build the west cof- 
ter dain at the Dyckinan Meadows. {he cost of this 
excavation and building the cotfer dam is $300,000, 
leaving still a balance of $100,000, out of the 
four-huudred-thousand-doliar appropriation. The 


whole of this $100,000, however, will be 
required in overcoming a difficulty already 
encountered in the work. In preparing the 
estimates for the working plah of the contract 


the engineer found by soundings thatthe disposition 
of the nud and rock at the bottum of the proposed 
channel in Spuyten Duyvil Creck was very irregu- 
Jar; in places the mud ran down toa grade deeper 
than the proposed bed of the new channel; in places 
rock excavation will be necessary; hence the bottom 
or flour of the new Channel would be of materials of 
different degrees of tirmness, the washings and 
scourings of the tides would render the channels 
unequal in depth, and bars and shallow places 
yould be formed. ‘To obviate this diliiculty after 
widening, dredging, and blasting out those portions 
of the channel, the floorin the portions not in the 
rock will be paved or filled up to tbe grade or floor 
of the rock excavations andthe sides be riveted 
with stone. 

“The total estimated cost of the entire work, ac- 
cording to the report of the United Staics Kng- 
neers, is $2,700,000; deducting the appropriation 
now available, $£00,0U00, leavea a fund yet required 
to finish the work of $2,300,000. We find that the 
work can be done to much better advantage and at 
1ess cost were the entire sum whichis necessary to 
complete the work available.” - 


The committee does not think it advisable 
that property hoiders along the Harlem River 
should be obligea, at present, to fil in their 
water fronts. The committee submitted resolu- 
tiona strongly favoring the improvement, noting 
among other things that the success of the un- 
dertaking would add trom 15 to 20 miles of 
available wharf and pier space ‘‘to our already 
inadequate wharf accommodations.” Resolu- 
tions favoring the appropriation by Congress of 
$2,300,000 for the improvement were adopted.

TEARS FOR EMPEROR WILLIAM. 
A MEMORIAL SERVICE BY CHURCH- 
GOING GERMANS. 

A memorial service in honor of the dead 
German Emperor was held last evening at Asso- 
ciation Hall, in East Twenuty-third-street. It 
waa under the auspices of the German Pastors, 
and alarge proportion of the gathering was 
composed of churehgoing Germans. Herr 
Feigel, the German Consul-General in this city, 
was present as an invited guest, The Rev. Dr. 
A. C. Wedekin’, the Chairman, remarked that, 
figuratively, they were standing at the grave of 
the noblest and finest German Emperor to min- 
gle their tears with those of the other sons of 


the Fatherland across the ocean. The congrega- 
tion joined in singing part of the German hymn, 
‘Jesus, Thou My Succor Art.” Pastor F. Kurtz 
read Psalm xo. and the fifteenth chapter of 
First Corinthians. After @ prayer there was 
more singing. 

Then Dr. George C. Seibert delivered a speech 
upon Emperor William I. as a monarch. He 
thought the Germans here, as citizens of a free 
country, need not be ashamed to approach the 
bier of the dead German Emperor und lay 
thereon a wreath of love, for German-Americans 
are proud that they are gons of the German, 
Fatheriaud. The speaker honored in William 1 
anoble man anda noble monarch. A monarch 
whoe had united disinembered Germany and 
made ita glorious empire that stands as a won- 
der before the eyes ot European nations, who 
would like to tear it to pieces, whether the 


Nations are French = or Russians. The 
andieice applauded loudly, but the speaker 
was checked as he was about to Jaunch 


forth tn an attack upon those whow the Ger- 
mans believe to be their enemies. He then 
spoke of Sylvester Jordan, the Hessian, who 
Was Imprisoned many a for agitating for 
German unity, and said that that mission was 
reserved for William IT. He called Moltke and 
Bismarck to the front and Kept them there in 
spite of all intrigues and cabals. However, it 
was pot the Emperor himself who won at Dup- 
pel, crushed bis enemies at Konigsgratz, and 
overthrew MacMabon, but the brave sons of 
Germany led by the glorious William. All hovor 
to the ashes of Germany’s Bons that now rest on 
French soil. 

The Rey. Dr. John H. Oerter spoke of the Em- 
peror asatrue and pious Christian, a man after 
God’s heart. Anarchy tried to overwhelm Ger- 
many with its wild theories, but the Emperor 
came forward to preserve order. 

tesolutions were then adopted stating that 
since 1t had pleased the King of Kings to recall 
Emperor William from the scene of his active 
life, after a long and blessed reign, though 
separated from their native hearths and incor- 
porated into another political commuinity, the 
assembly, as German evangelical Christians, 
sympathized with the German Imperial house- 
hold and the entire German people in their 
greatloss. At the rame time they expressed 
their gratitude to God for His great mercy in 
allowing the Emperor to live so long among his 
people, to complete a glorious work, and in the 
eve of his life to breathe out his soul at the feet 
of the Prince of Peace, whose humble follower 
he was in life.

Baldwin & Davidson, for the 
Equitable Electric Company, assert that the 
Herzog system infringes its patents and that it 
will take legal steps to protectits interests. The 
Corporation Counsel, who was asked for an 
opinion on the manner of acquiring forthe city 
the Herzog system in accordance with the pre- 
amble and resolutions adopted by Commissioners 
French, McClave, and Porter, says that 
if section 63 of the Consolidation § act 
has been complied with in so far that there 
has been what amounts to a competitive 
examination of rival systems, it is only neces- 
sary to secure the approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. This board may 
satisfy itself that a fair and reasonable oppor 
tunity for competition has been given, that the 
conditions ef the proposed contracts will secure 
a just resuit, and it may ratify the tests that 
have been made, approve tbe purcbase, and 
sanction the acquisition of the system, or, if not 
satisfied with the competition tests already had, 
should preseribe otbers. 

The Corporation Counsel suggests that the 
inatter be referred to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment in order that a resolution sanc- 
tioning the proposed contract with the Herzog 
Teleseme Company may be procured.

THE TRUSTEE EMBEZZLEMENT ACT. 
Ex-Senator James W. Gerard, who framed 

and introduced into the Legislature the Trustee 

Embezzlement act, under which the Kansas 

Pacific bondholders seok to have Jay Gould and 

Russell Sage indicted, has written a letter re- 

garding wbat was the intention of the Legislat- 


ure in passing that law; whether the offense to 
be punished consists merely in the original em- 
bezzlement aud taking or secreting, or whether 
the offense of withholding is to be regarded as 4 
separate one, not affected by the Statute of 
Limitations until restitution is made or demand 
presented. 

Senator Gerard says: “The bill was based 
somewhat upon asimilar statute as to embez- 
ziement by officers, &c., of municipal or other. 
corporations and was passed after little debate, 
except as to shaping the bill. Of course the 
construction of a bill cannot be determined from 
the intentions of legislators gathered from thei 
after its passage; butiritisor any satisfaction 
to youl will state thatI am of the strong im- 
pressicn thatit was my intention as the framer 
of the billand of others sustaining it that the 
‘fraudulently withholding’ of trust property, 
&c., was to conatitute a distinct and separate 
crime—one of the category of offenses to be pun- 
ished under tho first section of the bill of 1877, 
the others being a ‘conversion,’ a ‘taking,’ a 
‘making away with,’ or ‘secreting’ for the pur- 
pose of conversion. All these offenses were put 
in the disjunctive, any one of them being a crime 
to be punished. As internal evidence to be gath- 
ered from the bill, it will be observed that the 
word ‘or’ and not ‘and’ is placed before the 
words * fraudulently withholding.’”

THE JURY FAILS TO AGREE AND MR 
MYERS 18 ABSENT. 

CotumBus, Qhio, March 20.—This has 
been a day of exciting incidents, and large 
crowds have been hovering about the Court 
House eager to learn the latest news from the 
jurors’ room in the tally-sheet cases. Twice 
during the day the foreman reported that no 
agreement had been’ reached, and each time 
Judge Pugh requested them to continue wrest- 
ling with thecase. To-nizht the jury was 6x- 
oused until ta-morrow morning, -having arrived 
at no conclusion. 

It was generally expected that Myers would be 
brought before Judge Pugh to answer for con- 
tempt this morning, he baving been brought 
from Cincinnati last night. He gave bail in the 
sum of $10,000 to appear at 9 o’cla: k this morn- 
ing. The huurs of 9, 10, and 11 arrived, but the 
distinguished gentleman failed to putin an ap- 
pearance. Myers’s bondsmen, Heffner and Low- 
enstein, became anxry, and Lowenstein especial- 
ly cursed the day that be first met Myers. An 
attachbmert was issued for Myers, but the slip- 
pery statesman could not be found. Myers’s at- 
torueys were informed that the case would be 
called this afternoon. When bis name was called, 
and he falled to respond, the bail was declared 
forfeited. 

While all was excitement at the Court Honse 
the gang of politicians and friends of the de- 
fendants in the tally-sheet cases were at work 
in the city Democratic Convention, and succeed- 
ed in capturing it. Justice Martin was a candi- 
date for renomination, but was defeated simply 
because he refused to allow the Hill combina- 
tion to use him in deciding the election in 1885. 

The ticket nominated to-day is called the 
“Tally-sheet Ticket.” One of the defendants’ 
witnesses in the trial is nominated for Police 
Commissioner, while abrother of Steube, the 
mau who assaulted Prosecutor Huling, isuamed 
as Constable. Hundreds of Democrats bave 
urged Justice Mariin to run as anfj independent 
candidate, and be has consented to do so. The 
better element of the Democratic Party say 
that theissue is no longer political, but the 
question {fs “Shall the man be sustained after 
doing his duty, orghall the gangbe permitted 
to carry out their threats ?” 

The Republican Citv Convention will be held 
to-morrow, and the indications are that Justice 
Martin will be jndorsed. Ifthis be done the en- 
tire yang combination will be defeated by an 
overwhelming wajority.

view of the ehow. Lieut. Moremus and Private 
Hoye were detailed by the officer in charge of 
the fleld to drive these intruding sightseers 
from their post of observation. In carrying 
out the order it is alleged that the military 
guard exerted unwarranted and excessive 
violence by striking aud prodding the plaintiff 
with their weapons and otherwise maltreating 
him to such an extent asto permanently injure 
= disable him, and he claims damages accord- 
ngly. 

The Thirty-third Separate Company has under- 
taken the defense of its accused members. Tue 
company maintains that the non-paying sight- 
seers on the hill were, in fact, trespassers, whu 
might lawfully be driven oft by the exercise of 
a reasonable degree of force, and that no undue 
force Was exerted by the defendants in the dis- 
charge of theirduty. It is also contended that 
the plaintiff is shaming, and received no such 
serious injuries as ara alleged. The suit raises 
sowe novel and interesting questions relating to 
the rights and privileges of the State soldiery 
and attracts wide interest in that quarter.

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IN A QUEER DILEMMA. 
A LIVELY SHAKE-OUP IN EXPORT RATES 
BELIEVED TO BE IMMINENT. 

CuicaGco, March 20.—It is asserted on 
good authority that the bulk of the export busi- 
ness is being taken by the Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore routes, to the exclusion of New-York and 
Boston, the agents of the Northern lines not be- 
ing able at Chicago to compete with the roads | 
having terminals at the oities first mentioned. 
Two weeks ago the east-hbound reads under 
preagure turned virtuous and agreed to abro- 
gate all old contracts, or rather not to renew 
them where they were made on the basia of a 
lower rate—Chicago to the seaboard-—than the

By virtue of the established differentials the 
rate to Philadelphiais 2 cents and to Baltimore

here to tariffs, is sutticient to divert the greater 
portion of the export business via Philadelphia 
and Baltimore.

A NEW RAILROAD.

THE TELEPHONE DECISION. 
BaLTimorRe, March 20.—Gen. Bradley T. 
Johnson, counsel for the Washiugton Telephone 
Company, was asked this morning his opinion 
of the decision of the Supreme Court in the Bell 
Telephone case. Iu reply Gen. Johbason said: 


“The decision does not definitely sustain the 
validity of Bell’s patent. There 1s another suit 
brought by the United States in Boston, to va- 
cate Bell’s patent, on tho ground that it was 
fraudulently obtained. This case is now on ap- 

eal in the Supreme Court of the United States. 
n the cases just decided the Supreme Court 
held, as reported in the morning papers, that 
Bell was tbe first inventor. This was 
held by four Judges, while three dis- 
sented. The court 18 composed of nine 
Judges. Justice Gray will not sit in 
any Bell telephone case. So the United States 
case Will be heard by eight Judges. If the new 
Judge, Lamar, sides with the three dissenting 
Judges the court will stand four to four. Several 
of the Justices who have just decided in favor 
of Bell must retire in a short time and new 
Judges will take their places. Therefore if any 
one of the new Judges sides with those already 
on the bench, who have supported Bell’s claim 
as first inventor, his patent will not be set 
aside. Hence I say this decision ia not convlu- 
sive, but in the hearing of the pending sult of 
the United States it may be reversed and Bell’s 
patent set aside.”

NO STANDING IN OOURT. 





THE BLOW THAT BREAKS THE CABLE 
RAILROAD’S BACK. 

ALBANY March 20.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day decided the controversy in the matter oi 
the petition of the New-York Cable Railway 
Company, atiirmiug the order of the court below. 
Judge Gray, in his opinion, says: “When the 
petitiouer’s matter was before this court upop 
@ previous appeal it was decided that in 


certain respects the articles of associa- 
tion, as prepared by the Mayors Com- 
missioners, failed to comvly with essential 


requirements of chapter 606 of the Laws 


of 1875, known as the Rapid Transit act, under 
the provisions of which certain individuals haa 
sought legal incorporation by the name of The 
New-York Cabie Railway Company. The de- 
cision mentioned that the Commissioner had 
not provided, as required, for a release to the 
Supervisors of the county of all the rights and 
tranchises acquired by the company in case of 
failure to complete its railways within the 
prescribed time. Because of the failure to com- 
ply with the requirements thera was no valid 
organization of the incorporators. Since that 
decision the appellants have sought to cure the 
defects in their organization so that they could 
exeroise corperate powers. 

* They claim that they are now validly organ 
ized and have legal capacity to carry out cor 
porate aims and purposes. But there is a mis- 
apprehension of the effect of the decision of this 
court. Tho defects pointed out were not of a 
nature which permitted of amendments. Not to 
incorporate a provision for release and forfeit- 
ure as required by the act, and to leave the ques- 
tion of plans of construction of the railway and 
its appliances undetermined and to relegate it 
to the discretion of the Directors of the com- 
pany, were material departures from the com- 
mands of theact. The act required iu its sev- 
enth section that ‘the Commissioners shall 
prepare appropriate articles of association 
for the company * * * in whieh said artt- 
cles of association shall be set forth and 
embodied, as component parts therof, the 
teveral conditions, requirements, and particu 
lars by said Commissioners determined pursu- 
ant to sections 4, 5, and 6 of this act, and which 
further shall provide for the release and forfeit- 
ure to the Supervisors of the county of all rights 
and franchises acquired by such corporation in 
case such railway or railways snall uot be com- 
pleted withing the time and upon the conditions 
therein provided.’

tion. 

“It was an essential part of the statute and au 
initiatory step to further proceedings under it 
that the approval of property owners should ve 
sought under prescribed conditions, favorable 
for the exawination of the proposed routes and 
the plans of coustruction and operation of rail 
ways. The absence of any proof of a substantial 
compliance with those conditions deprives the 
petitioner of any standing in court to make the 
application in question. Commissioners ap 
pointed by the court would have noright to con 
sider and determine upon plans to which the 
consent of property owners had not been asked. 
The General Termin were right in holding that 
they were without jurisdiction to entertain the 
petitioner’s application, aud their order should 
be affirmed, with costs.”

SENATOR ALDRICH'S BILL GIVING POWER 
TO THE SECRETARY. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Finance this morning amended the Aldrich 
bill * To authorize the Secretary of the Treasury te 
apply the surplus money in the Treasury to the pur 
chase of United States bonds or to prepayment of in. 
terest on the public debt,” and ordered a favorable 
report upon it. The first section of the original bili 
authorizing the purchase of bonds with the surplus 
is stricken out. The bill as {it stauds authorizes the 
Secretary to receive any 4 per cent. bonds and issue 
in exchange 2‘) percents, payable at the maturity 
of the 4 per cents, and exempt from State or munici- 
pal taxation. sections 2 and % areas fo.lows: 

SEc. 2. That in consideration of the reduction of 
interest affected the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to pay out of auy money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated to the holders 
of United States 4 per cent. bonds exchanged for the 
2% percent. bonds authorized by the preceding sec- 





tion, @ sum equal in each case to the agere-

"THE MANUFACTURERS OPEN THEIR CASE 


BEFORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

WA8HINGTON, March 20.—The counsel for the 
manufacturers of refined lard opened their casé be- 
fore the House Committeé on Agriculture this morn- 
ing. James Matthews was called and testified that 
he had worked for six or seven years for Squier & 
Co. He said that Squier & Co. made two kinds of 
lard, leaf lard and purelard. The leaf lard wasmade 
from the leaf only. The pure lard was made from 
hoga’ heada, hogs’ fect, rough lard, and white grease. 
There was a little hair around the ears and nostrils 
of the heads. The hoofs were not taken from the 
fect. Tha white grease was made ont of guts and 
paunchesa. It was refined with soda and put in 
on top of thelard, Sevenor eight tierces of pig's 
feet grease was purchased by Squier & Co. every 


menth and mixed in with the pure lard. On cross- 
examination witness stated that he had left the em- 
ploy of Squier & Co. on Saturday last, having been 
offered a Detter place with Fairbanks & Co. Ho 
had been promised this by Henry Eckstine. one of 
‘Fuirbanks’s employes, who said that if he would 
come here and testify he would get a goo: place in 
Chicago. His expenses while here were paid. All 
the white grease made by Squier & Co. was, he said, 
need in making lard and none was shipped away. 

John Callahan corroborated the previous witness’s 
testimony as to the use of white grease in the mak- 
fog of lard in Squier’s establishmont, and the cross- 
examination elicited the saine facts relative to the 
éause of his leaving the employ of Squier & Co.

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DRAWING NEAR ITS CLOSE 


THE DISTRIOT ATTORNEY TO SUM UP 
THE LONGOBARDI OASE TO-DAY. 


The cross-examination of Longobardi was 
made yesterday by Col. Fellows without shaking 
the prisoner’s testimony. Col. Fellows recalled 
Mary Barrett, who swore that she did not know 
Percaccant!, and was not at the picnio of the 
Colombo Guard on June 6, 1886. Ex-Judge 
Curtis recalled John Verre for cross-examina- 
tion, and elicited from him the testimony that 
when he saw Longobardi in the police station 
on the night of the murder Longobardi told him 


that he had been robbed, and showed him his 
torn waistcoat. 


During the examination of Lawyer Astarita 
Judge Curtis interrupted Col. Fellows. 
“Tf you would not talk so much you would 


get along better,” said the Colonel. 

Mr. Curtis replied with the simple remark, “A 
tempest in a teapot.” 

Then there was a somewhat heated war of 
words, which ended by the Recorder’s asserting 
the dignity of the court. 

This little breeze had hardly blown over when 
Alexander Leavitt, who is under the charge of 
having libelea Judge Barrett, jumped up and 
asked: “May I interrupt the proceedings a 
moment?” 

The Recorder—No, Sir; I don’t know you. 
own. 

Leavitt—But I— 

The Recorder—Sit down! 

Leavitt— Recorder Smyth, I— 

The Recorder (with greatemphasis)—Sit down! 
Leavitt (shaking his hand at the Bench)—I 
tell you, Recorder Smyth, I’m a citizen, and— 
The Recorder (with the greatest emphasis pos- 
sible to tne Bench)—S8it down! 

Leavitt would pot sit down, but he went out; 
not voluntarily, but under the persuasion of 
two pairs of strong arms fastened to the bodies 
of court officers. 

Col. Fellows remarked that the tempest in the 
teapot had been followed by a blizzard in that 
article of household furniture, and the laugh 
that followed smoothed the rutiied tempers. 

At the noou adjournment Deputy Sheriff Cur- 
ran handcuffea Longobardi to his left wrist, and

started up Park-row with him to tind the store 
where Longobardi bought the revolver with 
which he sbot Barrett. A crowd of about 25, 
most of them Fourth Ward hoodiums and 
friends or acquaintances of young Barrett, fol- 
lowed. J. H. Driscollof the District Attorney’s 
ottice and Deputy Sheriff Joseph H. Young were 
close behind, with several newspaper men. 
Longobardi stop ped in front ot 148 Chatham- 
street, now 178 Park-row, a hardware store 
kept by H. J. White, and the party wentin. The 
Italiau was unable to recognize any one in the 
store as the one who eold him the revolver, but 
described a young and siender man as the 
one. George Rohrdanz was sent for, and 
Longobardi, who was very nervous, said that he 
thought Roirdanz was the man who sold him 
the pistol While they were in the store a 
crowd of nearly 200 people gathered around the 
door. Two policemen scattered them, when 
Curran walked out with his geome and kept 
them back while Longobardi was got on a 
Third-avenue car. The crowd followed to the 
bridge and over to the General Sessions build- 
ing, but no attempt was made to injure Longo- 
bardi. . 
Judge Curtis began his summing up for the de- 
fense at 3:45 P. M. and finished at 6:30 P. M. 
He grouped the testimony of the witnesses for 
the people, and contended that it showed that 
Longobardi fired the shot which killed Barrett 
under apprehension that his lifeor limbs were 
endangered, while being assaulted and robbed. 
In one part of his address he said: “[t is said 
that Longobardi must he brought to the gibbet 
because Col. Fellows has been unlucky in his 
other cases. Isthe District Attorney’s office a 
shamble? Mustaninnocent man be gent to 
his death to satisfy the ambition ofa prosecuting 
officer ? 1 do not believe that Col. Fellows would 
desire this. He dues vot need it. He has won too 
many triumphs at the bar to need it.” 
The testimony of Mary Barrett and her sister 
was contrasted with the testimony of the other 
witnesses for the people and shown to be incon- 
sistent with the latter. Especial stress was laid 
upon the close correspondence in words and 
manner between the testimony of the two girls, 
and upon the fact that they each made ‘the ab- 
surd statement” that they had never talkea 
about the caseé in the Barrett honsehold. 

Col. Fellows will sum up for the prosecution 
this morning.

THE CREDITORS OF A 

CONCERN AGREE TO. 

The creditors of the bankrupt National 
Rubber Company of Bristol, R. L, met at the 
Astor House yesterday, Assignee Colt presiding. 
Charles Loewenthal, Henry A. Gould, and Rop- 
ert Ward, a creditors’ committee, submitted a 
comprehensive plan of reorganization which 
was curefully discussed and unanimously ap- 
proved. 

The new company is to be organized under 
the laws of Rhode Island and is to be called tha 
National India Rubber Company, thus preserv- 
ing, as faras possible, the valuable trade name 
of the old-established concern and enabling the 
assignee to merge legally and promptly the old 
company into a new one without entanglement. 
‘The capital will be $250,000 with aright to in- 
crease it to $500,000, Preferred claims of 
#90,000 are to be paid in full in cash. General 
claims ($450,000) will be paid 25 per cent. in 
cash, or 25 percent. instock of the new conm- 
pany, at holders’ option. In settlement of pre- 
ferred claims, such as labor, taxes, and ex- 
pensea of assignment, $100,000 will be needed; 
in settlement of general claims less than 
$125,000, and contingencies less than 
$25,000. That portien of the $250,000 
not used for the purposes stated will be the 
nucleus of the new cash working capital. The 
entire bonded debt of $350,000 will remain as 
at present. Of this debt $209,000 represents 
solid bonds, the holders of which have assented 
thereto, ‘Tne remaiunng $141,000 issue are heid 
against loans with margin, and arrangements 
are to be mide for their present continuance, or 
for theirsale ata value between the equivalent 
of the loans and their par value and tne loans 
canceled. Holders of the first $250,000 capital 
stock will have the right to subscribe for one 
share more for each share held by them when 
an increase for working becomes necessary. 
Stock not so taken is to be suid at not less than 
par.

TO MAINTAIN THE PRIOE OF BEER.

The members of ‘Winfield Scott Hancock 
Post, No.w.259, G. A. R., have passed resolu- 
‘tions which deserve theattention of Senator 
Incauis. They tell him that they are dis- 
posed to believe that.he was ‘‘ acting under 
a.misapprehension” of Gen. HANCOCK’s true 
character, and suggest that nothing would 
so “raise him in the estimation of all fair- 
minded men’*-as an admission that he was 
misled, anda ““square andmanly apology for 
unintentional injustice to one of the noblest 
and truest of our dead chieftains.” But 
they do:not seem to expect-such an apology, 
for they promise that if he shall fail to 
make one, and shall “ persist in his vile 
defamation” they will “ brand him as a 
slanderer and.defamer of the dead.” Mr. 
‘INGALLS must have received many similar 
expressions of opinion since he disgraced 
the oflice which he holds by the speech 
which has so excited the indignation of 
thess veterans, but it is not probable that 
he will retract or modify anything that he 
said. Possibly he waits for an opportunity 
to repeatshis slanders, and is now carefully 
composing phrases in which they shall be 
set forth with more bitter emphasis. It is 
a pity that he should be able todo this in 
the chair of the President of the Senate. 





The Court of Appeals has given the New- 
York-Cabie Railway Company another blow 
from which it can hardly recover. It is in- 
formed that the failure to comply with the 
requirements of the law when it was organ- 
ized cannot be cured by any tinkering 
with the articlesof association. Theorgan- 
ization is not valid and cannot be made so 
now. If the Legislature can be induced to 
Jeave the company to its fate and address 
itself to measures which will give this city 
what it wants, real rapid transit, there will 
be.an end to the pernicious scheme for tear- 
jing up streets for sixty or seventy miles for 
a cable system which nobody wants except 
those-who expect to make money out of it. 





Attorney-General TaBorR has given itas, 
his opinion that the Board of Electrical 
Control in this city is a Stateand nota 
municipal body. The question is rather a 
mixed one. The law under which the 
poard acts.is general and not local, though 
so far as the constitution of this board is 
‘concerned ié applies to this city only. The 
members of the board were originally ap- 
pointed by city authorities, and the Mayor 
bas since-been,added, but they are remov- 
able by the Governor, and in case of 
vacancies he is to fill them. Their salaries 
‘and expenses are paid by the State Con- 
troller, who is authorized to collect the 
‘amount from the companies whose wires oc- 
‘cupy the subways. It is, therefore, tolerably 
‘clear that the board exists under State 
authority alone. This question was really 
raised by:Mayor HEwirTT, who undertook to 
obstruct appointments by the board by 
notifying itthat they would be subject to 
‘the municipal civil service rules and then 
‘neglecting to-:provide for the examination 
of applicants. Onecandidate applied to the 
State Civil Service Commission, which 
asked the Attorney-General’s opinion as to 
its jurisdiction. The way will now proba- 
dly be clear for such appointments as the 
‘board may have-occasion to make. 

EES CRITPTE IIE CRIETES CEI 

Our esteemed contemporary, Cyrus W. 
FIELD, has for some time been willing, not 
‘te say anxious, to sell his evening news- 
paper, the Matland Express. He has suc- 
ceeded in his efforts, for yesterday Mr. 
E..uioTt F. SHEPARD bought the paper. For 
Mr. SHEPARD this is a venturein a new 
field.

A NEW APPRENTICE SYSTEM. 
The National Association of Builders at 
their convention in Cincinnati last month 
did wisely in recommending for adoption a 
system of apprenticeship which would con- 
siderably shorten the time usually spent in 
learning a trade, and so enable young men 
who are old enough to know for what aort 
of work they are suited and have bad a hizh- 
school education to become mechanics. 
is a common saying that a lad who re- 
until he is 17 or 18 
years of age is lost to the trades. 
more truly be said that heretofore master 
mechanics have not wanted such young 
They have wanted a lad to run 
errands and do the odd jobs of the work- 
shop for a couple of years, and have endeav- 
ored to retain his services by promising 
that when old enough he should be given a 
chance to learn the trade.

at even an earlier age.

It is true that Gov. DuNMORE of Virginia, 
during whose war with the Indians, in 
1774, Col. Lewis’s gallant fight at the 
mouth of tho Great Kanawha occurred, was 
hotly accused of stirring up strife with the 
red men in order to weaken the cause of the 
‘colonists; and it was even alleged that he 
hoped for the destruction of the 1,200 men 
whom Locan, CorNSTALK, and other chiefs 
attacked unsuccessfully at that place. But 
these accusations would hardly give that 
war with the Indians the character of the 
opening of the Revolution. The atrocious 
murder by whites of the family of the 
famous LOGAN, whose ‘‘speech” is still 
famous, had produced retaliations by his 
tribe, and then the war followed. The gal- 
lantry with which the battle at Point Pleas- 
ant was fought well deserves some sort of 
memorial, although it is not best to take 
the occasion for constructing inferential 
history.

BARNAY AS KING LEAR. 
“King Lear” is not.so well knit a play ut 





“Othello,” and suffers somewhat from the pres- 
ence of two mai strands of incident, both, it is 
true, revolving round the,same thought, that of 
the relationship between parents and children, 
but nevertheless mutually arrestive of the 
course of the drama. The retribution that 
comes upon Lear for his injustice to Cordelia is 
balanced by that which comes to Gloster for his 
condemnation of the legitimate heir unheard. 
In one sense, the moral aspect, it is a reinforce- 
ment of the moral of the play. But in the striot- 
ly technical sense, as it appears with great 
saliency in the drama as presented nowadays 
on set stages with curtain, painted flies, and 
paraphernalia complete, a double strand of plot 
is objectionable. Again, the action does not fol- 
low the swift, relentless, inevitable march to 
the catastrophe which we tind in “ Othello.” It 
runs by fits and starts, asifthe poet had ever 
asa dramatist asympathy in the very frame- 
work of ‘his play with the uneven action of 
Lear, Edgar, and the Fool, three madmen of 
three separate kinds, one real, the next simu- 
lated, and the third assumed for a profession. 
It rushes on its one part like a brawling 
stream, then drops intoa deep pool, where it 
eddies about and reflects in its bosom the deep- 
est problems of humanity, and again shoots for- 
ward like a full, strong river. 


Perhaps that 1s why Mr. Ludwig Barnas as 


King Lear is distinctly below the mark which 
he reaches as Othello. His conception of the 
part is excellent and tho carrying of it out is a 


fine piece of dramatic expression. His make-up 
as the British King is not anlike that of Rip 
Van Winkle minus tatters and plus the conven- 
tional crown and robes; when he loses his reason 
the likeness to Rip becomes plainer. He is very 
poorly supported. Mr. Gustav Kober, who made 
a@ very fair Iago to his Othello, was a poor sort 
of Kent; Miss Reichenbach gave little charm to 
the somewhat meagre role of Cordelia; the ladiss 
who played the wicked sisters are hardly act- 
res3es at all. The members of the troupe 
fail in their walk on the stage; tbeir 
exits and entrances are clumsy; their 
geatures are heavy, and their declamation is 


what we generally get when Shakespeare is 


murdered in English and other tongues. With- 


out the magic of fine acting those unlucky gut- 
turals ach, ich, and their cousins do ma6st wofully 
make themselves heard. Ludwig Barnay, how- 
ever, has a fine rich voice, and his acting is saf- 
ticlently good to make one forget these disso- 
nhances. Perhaps they are no worse than the mean 
— in English represented by words in i, ¢, 
and t%&, 

In the opening scenea with the daughters and 
their suitors the King Lear of Barnay is teo vio- 
lent for a proper graduation of intensity later 
on. He looks the King in his anger, but he turns 
his back on Cordelia in a very unkingly fashion 
as he sits on the throne. The note 1s pushed tvo 
far all through this seene. <A greater actor 
would indicate the pettishness of old ave and 
rising madness of unquestioned power by quiet- 
er movements and inflections of Voice, because 
be would remember what must be done after- 
ward and think of contrasts. It is not natural 
that King Lear should go so farin his suddea 
wrath against Cordelia for refusing to profess 
more love than she bears as to shake hands with 
the Duke of Burgundy because he has refused ia 
take her to wife after she has incurred her 
father’s displeasure. Itis not only an ordivury 
false note; itis a vulgar note. We lose our sym- 
pathy for a monarch who acts like a vindictive 
peasant. 

The scene tn Gloster’s Castle becween the be- 
trayed father and the wicked daughters has 
some capital acting on the part of Mr. Barnay, 
particularly where be turns and laughs insanely, 
then rushes on his daughters and strikes at 
them. Itis beautiful where he cries Venki iar 
ich will weinen # This fine scene was marred by 
some of the worst stage thunder ever heard, 
made, apparently, by the unaided boots of the 
inhabitants and haunters of the flies. In the 
scene of Lear, Edgar, and Fool on the heath the 
thunder was led off by an electric bell, which 
gave a peai—the thunder rolled—and the audi- 
euce laughed. In the storm scene Mo. Karnay 
developed a great deal of acting which seemed 
fine and yet was tirczome. One can admire 
the trembling and uncertain action of a 
player’s hands and yet be unmoved. The results 
did not justify the time consumed in this and 
the subsequent long mad scene. Mr. Barnay’s 
Lear has little dignity. It is a study of actual 
madmen rather than a synthetic study and a 
poetising of insane moods. None but the greatest 
van do this, tor King Lear is a very difficult part 
to play in any case, but to play thoroughly re- 


i quires genius. The combat between Edgar and 


Edmund was what such things commonly are, 
and the last scene, where Lear brings in the 
dead Cordelia, was not the best. The finest act- 
ing in the play was just before, when Lear wakes 
upon his bed aud recognizes the child he has 
abused. Only at this point did Mr. Barnay suc- 
ceed in moving his audience. 

It is odd to think that King Lear was played 
in Saxony in 1626 as the “Tragocdia von Lear 
Konig in Engelandt,” and that while Encland 
was neglecting, or worse than neglecting, name 
ly was altering, Shakespeare’s plays, Gerinan 
writers were translating and imitating thet. 
The great German actor Schroeder made his 
own version and played Lear in July, L778; so 
did J.C. Bock im the following year. When 
Schiller began to write he put much or“ Legr” lito 
‘“‘The Robbers.” Richard Wagner wrote a tray- 
edy largely taken from the same play; Verdi 
composed an opera on it in 1847; Heetor Berlioz 
made ab overture to it, and in ‘*Le Pére Goriot” 
Balzae took up the same theme. The story of 
“Lear” istounded on old English legeuds coming 
in through the Welsh, and his name 1s traced 
back into the Celtic past util we find it in 
Mfnanan mae lir, a kind of sea god among the 
old Irish. It is one of those hterary monumerts 
which beeomes more wonderful te the student 
the deeper he dips into its origin and its philos 
ophy. 


THE PROHIBITION VOID. 


RAILROADS MAY CARRY LIQUOR INTO 
THE STATE OF IOWA. 

CnicaGo, March 20.—The decision of the 
United States Supreme Court on Monday in the 
case of Bowman against the Chicago and North- 
weatern Railway Company, involving a con- 
struction of the prohibitory liquor law of Iowa, 
establishes a point of more importance than 
appears on the surface. The case strikes at the 
root of the Iowa prohibitory law, and the decis- 
ion will‘be received in Iowaand other States 
with prehibition laws with unusual interest. 
The Iowa law prohibits the introduction of liquor 
into the State as well as its sale therein. Rail- 
roads, as common carriers, are particularly en- 
joined trom bringing liquor from other States. 
Bowman is a brewerat Marshalltown, lowa, 
and in order to test the question whether the 
Iowa law preventing the railroads from deliver- 


ing Nquor would be upheld in the courts he 
ordered a quantity of whisky in Chicago. 1% 
was delivered to the Chicago and Norihwestern 
Railway. That company declined to recelve and 
transportit. Bowman thereupon began suit lor 
$5,000 against the company. 

The case came to trial before Judge Blodgett 
in the United States District Court about 14 
months ago. The railway pleaded the prohib- 
itory law of Towa as an excuse for its refusal, 
but Blum & Blum, who were Bowman’s attor- 
neys, then and subsequently in the Supreme 
Court attacked the law as unconstitutional and 
void upon the ground that it was an attempt to 
regulate inter-State commerce. Blum & ‘Blum 
were pitted against W. C. Goudy and J. E. 
Monroe, who represented the company, while 
the Attorney-General of Iowa appeared for the 
State of Iowa. Judge Blodgett decided in favor 
of the company, that the law was valid, but 
Bowman's attorneys took the case to the 
United State Supreme Court with the result 
that the Iowa lawis declared unconstitutional 
and void. Out of nine Justices there were three 
who dissented from this opinion, one being 
Chief-Justice Waite. The railway company is 
held to be liable to Brewer Bowman for its re- 
fusalto deliver his whisky, but amore impor- 
tant result is the declaration in the deciston that 
railroads can oarry liquor into Iowa. ‘The 
effect,” said Mr. Blum to-day, “is to render 
nugatory the prohibitory law. The Attorney- 
General stated before Judge Blodgett tnat it 
would be impossible to mainsain prohibition in 
Towaif the authorities were denied the power to 
prevent the shipment of liquors into the State.”

UNDER THE AMERICAN FLAG: 


COVERING ALL CITIZENS, .NA-:; 
TIVE OR FOREIGN BORN. 
MAYOR HEWITT GIVES HIS REASONS FOR: 
REFUSING TO UNFURL,.OFFICIALLY, 

ANY FOREIGN ‘ENSIGN. 


; Mayor Hewitt yesterday somewhat start 
Yed the members of the Board of. Aldermen by 
ending im & vigorous message on the resolu- 
‘tions passed March.14 requesting the Mayor to 
“permit a flag to be placed at half mast on the 
City Hall on the day of the German Emperor's 
funeral, and the national, State, municipal, and 
Irish national flag to be placed at full mast on 
St. Patrick’s Day. , The message was referred to 
the Committee on County Affairs. It reads as 
follows: 

“There does not seem to me to be the slight- 
est objection to floating the American flags over 
the City Hall on every occasion whioh appeals 
to the sympathies or the patriotism of any con- 
siderable portion of the community. Hence, it 
was alike my duty and my pleasure to direct the 
flags of the United States andof the State and 
city of New-York to be flown at half staff on the 
occasion of the funeral of William L, the late 
Emperor of Germany, on Friday, the 16th 
inst., and at fullmast on St. Patrick’s Day, 
Saturday, March 17. I felt constrained, how- 
ever, to prohibit the display of any other than 
the American flag’on the latter date, for rea- 
5ons which seemed to me to be conclusive, and 
which, out of respect for your honorable body, 
i will now explain in some detail. 

“In the first place, there was a discrepancy 
between the two resolutions which I found it 
difficult to reconcile with my sense of justice. 
in the resolution relating to the German Em- 
peror the request was limited to the American 
flags, and the-German flag was not mentioned. 
In the resolution relating to the celebration of 
St. Patrick’s Day, the Mayor was requested: to 
pause the Irish flag to be displayed over the City 
Hallin addition to the American flags. Why 
this discrimination was made by your honor- 
able body itis not formeto explain, but it ap- 
peared to be my plain duty not to give any cause 
of offense to the German residents of this: city, 
who, though as numerous as those of Irish birth, 
are not 80 well represented in the membership 
of your honorable body. 

“But, lest I may be criticised for want-of 
frankness, in thus basing my action upon .what 
may have been a mere-oversight onthe-part of 
your honorable body, , I deem it right torepcat 
what [had previouslydeclared, that under no 
pircumstances,-while-I have the honor to be the 
Mayor of this city, would I be willing to permit 
the flags of any nationality,.except-our own, to 
fioat over the City Hall. In consonance with 
this declaration I-had already ‘declined to allow 
the British, German, French,’ and Italian flags 
to be unfurled on occasions which were cele- 
brated “in this city by these several nation- 
alities. Any departure from ‘this rulein favor 
of my fellow-citizens of Irish birth wouid have 
been regarded as a just.ground of offense to 
those whe had been denied a similar gratifica-. 
tion. 

“In the rule which I have adopted I think I! 
am right. This city is a political organizatien 
including and representing the interests and 
#ympathies of ‘all its cliizeng. Its charter does 
not Know or recognize any other than American., 
citizens, and by the law no distinction exists or 
can be established between those of American 
and of foreiga birth. The whole policy of our 
political system bas been to efface all distinc- 
tions between citizens.on the ground of birth, 
and hence, even in foreign countries, the Goy- 
ernment of the United States throws the-broad 
shield of its protection.over the naturatized cit- 
izen who may visit the.Jand of his birth.” 

The Mayor calls attention to sections 2,000 
end 2,001 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, and continues: 

“It will thus be seen that this country reoog- 
nizes no distinction whatever between its native 
and foreign born citizens. They are all under 
one flag and owe allegiance to the same Govern- 
ment. It would be a great injury, as it seems to 
me, tothe rights of our citizens of foreign birth 
if any public officer should in any official man- 
ner recognize the existenee of distinction in the 
nationality of American citizens. The flag is the 
symbol of sovereign ty. The public buildings 
are peculiarly the home of that sovereignty. In 
them only one jurisdiction can be recognized 
aid suffered to prevail. Over them should:float 
only the flagof the country to which they be- 
long. So sacred is this right, that the flag of the 
foreign Minister or Consul, floating over his 
domicile ina foreign land, converts it into the soil 
of the country which he represents. The display 
of a foreign flag over a public building is there- 
fore in direct contradiction of the fundamental 
principle of ‘home rule,’ which every intelligent 
citizen advocates, and which doubtless.you in- 
tended to emphasize Dy your resolution. 

“The argument thus far has been placed upon 
the ground of principle, and seems to me to be 
unanswerable. But upon grounds of public 
policy there is abundant reason why we should, 
in this city especially, endeavor to efface and 
notintensify the antagouisms which originate 
in the differences of race and birth. Upto the 
year 1823, when President Monroe laid down 
the famous doctrine which now bears his name, 
we were a homogeneous people, with avery sinall 
infusion of foreign elements. Speaking of the 
population of this country, he says in his mes- 
page to Congress: ‘ Whatis more extraordinary, 
itis almost altogether native, for the emiera- 
tion from other countries has been inconsider- 
abie.’ 

‘What a change bas been produced in 65 
years! By the census of 1880, 39.68 per cent. 
of the population of the city of New-York were 
of foreign birth, representing 37 nationalities 
and speaking 80 different dialects; 40.47 per 
cent. more were the offspring of foreign parent- 
age, making a-total of 80.15-per cent. deriving 
their immediate origin and early education from: 
foreign sources, The patriotic traditions of the 


Revolutionary forefathers, by whose labors and 
sacrifices this country was made the refuge of 
the oppressed of all lands, are thus preserved as 
the direct inheritance of less than 20 per cent. 
of the population of this city. Considering that 
since the time of Monroe 14,000,000 of itmmi- 
trrants have come to our shores, our power of as- 
isimilation is indeed little less than miraculous, 
‘but in the presence of this vast tide of foreign 
Influence it {s indispensable to erect every safe- 
guard and to preserve every muniment of free 
institutions. Of these, nothing is more potential. 
than the flag of the country which is associated 
‘with momortes altogether American. Its su- 
‘premacy should’never be diluted by any sugges- 
‘tion of divided allegiance. Let it be remem- 
‘ered that fully 20 per cent. of our population 
do not - the English language, and must 
necessarily be ignorant of our laws and: incapa-’ 
ble of understanding the genius of our institu- 
tions. To them the flag is the emblem of power, 
and if the spectacle is habitually presented to 
their eyes of promiscuous flags floating from our 
pubiic buildings they cannot be expected to 
recognize the fact that the only source of power 
4s the whole — whose unity and sover- 
eignty are sym olized by the flag of the Union 
eione. 

“It will thus be seen that,.if my views are 
correct, the display of foreign flags on the pub- 
lie buildings appropriated to legislation and to 
the administration of justice eannot be de- 
fendea. To their use in the private or public. 
festivities of-the natives of fureign countries 
there can be no well-founded objection, and so! 
tur as they tend to keep alive the ties of family 
they serve a useful purpose, but whenever it is 
sought to put them on an equality with the en- 
‘sign of our common citizenship, the claim. must 
.be firmly resisted on the ground of public policy 
and of true patriotism. 

“JT observe with regret -that my action has 
‘been thoughtlessly denounced in some quarters 
‘as the. outcome of an unfriendly disposition 
toward the Irish people in their struggle for 
pational independence. A very little reftection. 
‘will serve to show to these-complainants that in 
'my action I have only been giving effect to ro | 
tprinciples upon which theircause is advocate 
i all lovers of civil liberty, myself among the 
‘others, and that if it be right that Ireland should 

e governed by Irishmen, as France is governed 

y Frenchmen, and Germany by Germans, then 

tis equally true that America should be gov- 
erned by Americans, and that so far as the flag 
4a the symbol of home rule it, and it alone, 
‘should float from the seat-of sovereignty. 

“In order to show that the question invotved 
is a sertous one, worthy of the. attention of 
‘statesmen and patriots, I have caused to be pre- 

ared a table which gives in detail the condition 
‘of the population of this city in reference to 
‘birth and language. I invite your carefal study 
‘of the facts presented, which will serve to show 
‘why a tor offtoe are so anxious to se 
cure the foreign vote,

AN INTERESTING CONTROVERSY 


TWO RIVAL TITLE’ INSURANCE SYSTEMS. 


The method ‘of passing titles to real estate 
seems to be in a transition state, and the con- 
trol of the business is being contested by two 
different-movements in the direction of title-in- 
surance. 

One is based.on the Philadelphia plan, and 
seeks to examine the title onco for all and.stop 
repeating the law work onit thereafter. The 
title is-insured after the first careful.examina- 
tion, and then the policy is reissued to subse- 
quent purchasers-or lenders for a nominal fee, 
or if not reissued it protects forever a man who 


has sold with his warranty. 

{f a block is cut up into lots or a builder erects 
20 houses in row @ single legal examination is 
made to cover the whole, and a separate policy 
issued on each lotor each house as it is sold. 

The-business is done directly by the corpora- 
tion. It examines the titles at the hands of its 
own counsel, and guarantees them for fixed in- 
itial and reissue rates, and jouks for success to 
dividends on Its stock. 

The inroads of this kind of title insurance 
upon the business of { lawyers who have profited 
by the duplication of examinations of the same 
title have led them to form a title insurance: 
company of their-own, somewhat upon the co- 
operative plan. The insurance cojnpany itself 
does not examine titles, but guarantees titles 
examined by its members for asmall fee paid, 
by them. The attorney makes his own bargain 
with the client, and apparently uses the insur- 
ance company to protect his business, and to 
furnish a policy when it is required. 

The plan does net seem to be to invoke the in- 
surance principle to save repeating the exam- 
ination afterward, for the policy becomes void 
on a transfer of the title, and would not protect 
one after a sale under bis warranty, and the 
same re-examination by successive niembers of 
the association and the collection of a fee there- 
for are contemplated as before. 

The controversy between the two plans will 
be watched with interest, the former party 
claiming that the only sate way to insure a title 
is to have it examined in the interest of the in- 
surer by some vec gg: Bs by it to protect it, 
aud the latter party claiming that it is just as 
safe to take the examination of the attorney ap-* 
plying to the company for insurance, the for 
wer claiming that a policy to be of any avail 
‘shonid not become void on a transfer of the 
title, but should forever protect a man and his 
estate after a sale, under his warranty, and, 
once Issued, should render re-examination of 
the title unnecessary, and that a policy that be- 
comes void on a transfer of the property affords 
no protection at-all, and the latter claiming that 
all this is outweighed by the satisfaction of se- 
lecting one’s own attorney'to do the work over’ 
again and taking ‘his advice, and that the sav- 
ing of expense for re-examination and the 
strength of-the guarantee policy are immaterial.

THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 20.—The New- 
Jersey Legislature, which was knocked out last 
-week bythe blizzard, got together last: night for 
the first-time in.10 days and transacted alarge 
amount of routine business. To-day the mill 
was running pretty fast, and many bills were 
disposed of. A special committee appeinted for 
the purpose of ‘considering the validity of the 
Governor's vetoes of several party measures re- 
sported to-day that the vetoes were-sentin too 


late, but as tlie delay was occastoned by the 
‘storm it would be best to overlook this techni- 
cality. This was:done, and then the bille were 
passed by the House over the vetoes. They will 
go through the Senate to-morrow and become 
Jaws. Oneis the sunset election-law, and an- 
‘otber takes frem the Governor the appointment 
of Riparian and ‘Sinking Fund Commissioners 
and vests it in the joint meeting. The Governor 
itried a flank movement against one of these 
‘bills to-day by sending in to the Senate for con- . 
firmation the names of Richard B. Reading, Sec- 
Yetary of the Senate, and Richard N. Herring, 
‘both gg yong It 18 possible that the 
‘Senate will confirm these uppoiptments, and 
pass the bill afterward. 
The Senate to-day passed the bill requiring the 
personal registration of voters by a party vote, 
‘The Senate also defeated, 5 to 8, President 
Large’s bill providing for the execution of crim- 
‘nals by electricity inatead of by hanging.. The 
effects of the bligzard last week were recognized 
“py @ bill introduced providing for town meet- 
‘ings on April 10 in townships where no elections 
could be held last Tuesday on account of the 
‘etorm. There was a large and interested gather- 
jing this afternoon ata hearing’given in commit- 
s tee on the bill providing for the abandonment of . 
the Morris Canal. It ts confidently believed that it 
will go through to-morrow. It hasalready passed 
the Senate. The “Third House” has been vainly 
trying to ascertain what‘ there is in it.”

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HIGH LICENSE ADVANCED 


THE OROSBY BILL PROGRESSED 
TO THIRD READING. — 

THE GREAT FIGHT TO COME ON ITS FINAL 
PASSAGE—THE FASSETT QUARANTINE : 
BILL PASSED IN ASSEMBLY. 

ALBANY, March 20.—The differences be- 
tween the Democrats and the Republicans over 
the Crosby High License bill were temporarily 
adjusted this morning. The bill was a special 
order for 12 o'clock, and it was generally ex- 
pected that a season of unprofitable oratory 
would follow its appearance in Committee of the 
Whole. Mr. Sheehan, on behalf of the Democrats, 
agreed with Mr. Crosby to waive all privileges 
of discussing the measure and moving amend- 
ments thereto to-day, provided these rights 
‘were freely accorded on its final passage. This 
was acceptable enough to the Republicans, and 
‘the Democrats in their turn offered no onjection : 
to Mr. Crosby’s motion to progress his bill by: 
placing it on the order of third reading. Gen. 
Hustea, Mr. Johnson of Onondaga, and Mr. 
Mathison of Madison were all absent, and it 
would have been impossible to have passed the 
bill to-day any:way. In fact, one or two parlia- 
mentary moves must be made to bring it up, 
again out ofits order. It seems, however, to be 
the general impression that some action will be 


taken in the matter next week. Walter Hewoe 
and John B, Pine, who are here to watch its 
course, are satisfied with to-day’s proceedings. 

A communication was recetved in yoy A to- 
‘day, addressed to the Governor and the gis- 
lature, dated New-York, March 19, and signed 
by the members of the Grand Jury of that city, 
> which it was stated that they are ‘“‘convinced 
of the imperative necessity for restricting the 
liquor trafiic, and, believing the high license sys- 
tem tobe the most effecttve means of accom- 
plishing this end and of diminishing pauper 
Ysm and crime, the result to so great an 
extent of the excessive use of liquor which 
is fostered and encouraged by the immoderate 
number of saloons in this dity.”’ For these 
‘Teasons the signers ‘do respectfully but most 
earnestly urge the enactment of Assembly bill 
No. 336, known asthe High License dill.” The 
Signers of this declaration are: Henry A. 
se Foreman; W. Hart Smith, Secretary; 
John D. Wood, Frederick 8 Wells, Woodbury 
Langdon, Benoit Kahn, Frederis P. Scudder, 
Frederick Speyer, W. Irving Clark, John N. 
Dull, Michael Schwab, Jonn Farrel, Henry H. 
Diver, Benjamin B. Van Buren, Charies E. 
Murdock, 
‘Leopold Lithauer, Charles D. Fosdick, William 
‘SH. Hurlbut, and H. A. C. Taylor. 

John B. Pine mentions a curious circumstance 
showing the widespread interest manifested in 
high-license legislation. He says that in the 
western part of this State pampblets in its favor 
have been distributed by the Annheuser-Busch 
Brewing Company of 8t. Louis. The German 
brewers are evidently not all on the side of the 
whisky dealers tn this matter. 

The Senate bestowed some little attention 
upon liquor measures to-day. It passed 4 bill of 

r. Erwin’s making it unlawful for Superin- 
‘tendents or Overséers8 of the Poor to furnish 
orders for supplies to be filled at places where 
strong and spirituous liquors are sold. Senator 
Lewis had ordered to a third reading his bill re- 
atricting, after this year, the issuing of licenses 
‘to one for every 300 of population in cities, vil- 
lages, and towns. Senator Stadler, who is 
largely interestedin the malt business, vigor- 
ously epposed this — but without avail. As 
@ matter of fact the bill has never been con- 
sidered in committee at all. Mr. Stadler goes so: 
‘far as to say that the passage of such aiaw would 
ee interests in this State to the extent of not 

ess than.€20,000,000. Senator Langbein had nog, 
difficulty in also progressing his bill toa third 
reading, thus establishing the fact thatthe Re- 
publicans are not nearly so discriminating as 
their profession would lead: the public to be- 
lieve. The Langbelin Dill Bye that liquor 
licenses shall not be revoked until the lHcensess: 
shall have been convicted a second time of a; 
violation of law. One vicious liquor bill, that 
of Senator Worth of Brooklyn, permitting sales. 
on Sundays was reported adversely py the Sen- 
cate committee, Senator Stadter dissenting. The 
Senate agreed with the report and killed the 
bill. 

Senator Langbein produces evidence showing 
that Gov. Hill in his message of last Friday 
urging the creation of a commission to revise 
and amend the excise laws of the State has 
stolen his thunder. When he was a member of 
the Assembly a year ago he introduced a bill on 
Jan. 26, creating the Governor, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and the Speaker of the Assem- 
‘bly a board “to appoint three persons 
learned in jhe law as Commissioners to 
revise, simplify, harmonize, arrange, and con- 
sotidate all statutes and laws now in force re- 
lating to or concerning excise in the State of 
New-York.” The bill was printed and now ap- 
pears on the recordsin the offtce of the Secre- 
tary of State as No, 296. It was never reported 
by the Assembly Excise Committee, principally 
for the reason that Mr. Ewin threatened to tack 
the High License bill upon it if its author moved | 
it. 

The Saxton bill, giving a certain preference 
bonorably-discharged soldiers and sailors, was 
vassed by the Assembly by a vote of 113 to 5. 

Ir. Shea was voted down in an attempt to 
amend itso as to exempt New-York City and 
County from its operations. The Mayor and 
‘his Cabinet were of the opinion, he insisted, that 
such a law would be very detrimental to the in- 
terests of the city. John Martin, another Demo- 
crat, wished it distinctly understodd that he did. 
not agree with the Mayor and his Cabinetin this | 
matter. He broadly intimated thatit was time 
for those officers to revise their course and have 
less to say about legislation. In ract, members 
should recollect that they were sent here to do 
their own thinking, and they shoula not feel 
called upon to give way to the opinions of'a self- 
constituted authority, such as he intimated the 
Mayor and his Cabinet are. He believed that a 
debt of gratitude was still due the veterans, and 
if this was one of the ways cf paying it, then he 
favored the passage of the measure. Mr. Martin 
is himself a veteran. 


Both Mr. Crosby and Mr. Hamiiton expressed 
the belief that true olvil service returm de- 
manded that not only veterans, but also all 
others classes of office holders, should continue 
to hold their places during govd behavior. In 
reply‘to them Mr. Saxton said he was certain 
Ais bill would be lost if any attempt was made 
to.amend it inthe direction suggested by them. 
Mr. Shea still insisted that there was a,great 
deal of Grand: Army politics about the bill, and 
that 1t was wrong to give preference to veterans 
‘or any other class of office bolders. In casting 
his vote against the bill Mr. Crosby explained 
‘that he was acting. reluctantly, but, in his opin- 
ion, by establishing a preferred olass, as this 
‘pill does, the door would be opened to other 


‘classes,.and exemptions might follow tn such 


‘numbers.as, it granted, would practicaliy kill 
‘the civil service laws. Volunteer firemen:and 
members of the National Guard might with pro- | 

riety come forward another year with-a sim- 
‘Yar demand. 

Mr. Greene -of Orange, who always talks one 
way and votes the other, was positive that the 
spirit ofthe bill was bad in that it recognizes a 

‘class distinction. Crank Platt of Poughkeepsie 
was overjoyed at the opportunity of once more 
reminding the House that he was an antt-civil 
service reformer ‘‘from way back.” His reason 
‘for voting in the negative was that the same 
right should existin public as in private busi- 
‘ness offices to discharge or employ whomsoever 
Might be desired. Mr. Blumenthal voted for the 
.bili, but took the opportunity to defend the 
/Mayor and his Cabinet from the reflections.cast 
upon them by his colleague, Mr. Martin. He 
‘applauded their devotion to the-city’s interests, 
and was gratified that the Legislature in many 
‘things, if notin this, gladiy welcomed their ad- 
vice upon New-York affairs. 

Mr. Peter McCann of Brooklyn, in explaining 
his vote, gave a reason which greatly enter-' 
tained the House. The pension agent, it seems, 

shas descended upon the McCann.househeld and 
‘insists upon doing the head thereof a great fa 
‘vor. It is true that Peter was in pinsfores when 
the call was — for men to go to the front. 
, But, as he explained, be recetved a bulky letter 
‘from a Washington pension agent the other day 
assuring him that he had examined his case; 

‘that his wounds entitled him to a generous rec- 
jognition from the — Government, and 
that he was morally certain that he could 
‘engineer his claim through the department. 
“ And now,” quoth the Brooklyn memper, “since 
‘I have agcertained thet I am a veteran of the

late war and that [ have been seriously wound- 


ed and am about to receive recognition I am 
maturally in sympathy with this bill. I think I 
‘can truthfully say that we veterans all want It, 
,and I take.great pleasure in voting forit.” The 
‘five negative votes were cast by Crosby, Bren- 
nan. Shea, and Sullivan of New-York and Platt 
' wd Dutchess. The language of the Saxton bill is 
is: 


*“*No-person holding a position by appointment in 
any city or county of this State receiving a salary 
)trom such city or county who isan honorably dis- 
charged soldier, sailor, or marine, having served as 
‘such in the Union Army or Navy during the war of 
the rebellion, shall be removed from such 
oe except for good canse, own after a 

earing had; but said person shall hold his position 
jduring good behavior, unless his appointment is for 
1 @ definite term.” 

The Fassett bill, placing the Quarantine Sta- 
tion on a more business-like Dasis by reducing 
“the salary of the Health Officer to $10,000 and 
outting down the fees, finally ed the Assem- 

bly to-day in the-same shape in which it came 
from the Senate. Capt. Huntting cated it up, 
and Mr. Sheehan followed the Democratic pro- 
gramme by moving an amendment that wiil 
give to the Quarantine Commission, and not to 
‘the President thereof, as the bill contempiates, 
{the appointment ot a 8ecretary. Mr. Morgan of 
‘New-York reminded the Republicans of what he 
termed their duty under the circumstances, and 
they thrust the gad into the Democratic ox. After 
,this amendment had been declared lost Mr. 
‘Bheehan congratulated the Republicans upon 
finally having done something for the Quaran- 
tine Department. Asa Democrat he was truly 
sorry to see this Quarantine ring, of which Platt 
was leader and Nichols was his lieutenant, 
broken up. But as acitizen hecould not help feel- 
ing that a great benefit had been conferred upon 
the State. He incidentally claimed that the 
Democratic Party wae entitled to the credit for 
all this, forgetful of the fact that the Democrats 
began their career this Winter by opposing the 
pill, and that they came about only when they 
saw that they were sailing directly into 


the breakers. As forthat matter the Republicans 
got dangerougly ashore before they consented 
© heave some of their Jonahs overboard not- 
withstanding their act of seeming virtue.

ork, who were already practically forced 
to give bonds to every person whose goods 
they stored. Assemblyman Haggerty caught 
sight of ex-Judge Hawes in thecommittee room, 
and upon his motion the committee went into 
executive session. Whenit came out it was an- 
pounced that people desiring to be heard in 
favor of the Haggerty bill, to permit dump in 
Long Isiana Sound, may have an opporturity 
next Tuesday evening. Occasion is thus . 
‘sented for Shore Inspector Ferguson and n- 
tractor Beard of Brooklyn to join Mr. Haggerty 
in an assault on the committee. His Excellency 
David B. Hill might also find it of interest to 
drop in and give comfort and ata to Mr. Fergu- 
son, who inspects shores when not: inspecting 
Hill fences. 

The act to enforce attendance upon schools: 
and establish a State school for the education 
and reciamation of incorrigible children, pre- 
pared by a commitime = gone by the State 
convention of city school Superintendents in 
November lust and introduced in the Assembly '' 
by Mr. Tallmadge, was given a hearing by the 
Assembly Committee on Literature this even-: 
ing. The billcompels the attendance during the 
entire school year of ev child in the State be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 years, makes it a 
misdemeanor for parents or guardians te fail to 
send children to school, and prohibits the em- 
ployment of such children during the school 
year. It also establishes the New-York State 
school for incorrigibles, to be built and main- 
tained by thé State, and to be governed ss a 
Board of Trustees to be appointed by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction,; 
who are to serve for life unless removed 
by the Governor, and are to _ receive 
n0 salaries, but only expenses. To this school 
are to be sent all children whose parents will 
not or do not send them to school, and all who 
have no parents or guardians. Superintendent 
Draper opposes the bill, and Superintendents 
Cole of Albany and Watite of Lansingburg 
spoke to-night in favor of it. Assemblyman Mo- 

enzie “peers the bill in its present form. Mr. 
Draper, who has given a = deal of thought 
to the matter, says Of the bill that itis an effort 
to providea compulsory education law, which can 
be enforced. The present law, which the Dill 
now before the Legislature repeals, dates from 
1374. It has never been enforced and never can 


be. 

The Senate Judiciary and Assembly Bank 
Committee gave a joint hearing this evening on 
the Walker and Rhodes bills to repeal the 


Saturday half-holiday law. James B. Doyle, 
who rejoices in the mighty title of ‘‘ Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the Amertcan

He had also entered appearances in 
Various suits-as attorney for Mr. Stewart and 
Mrs. Stewart,and for:Mrs. Stewart alone. All, 
he did was in'the line of his: duty in the employ 
of.A. T.. Stewart & Co. and of Judge Hilton. 

Mr.Cheate turned back in the records to ask 
rafew questions about the last codicil to Mrs. 
‘'Stewart’s will. 

Mr. Rice had-nothing: todo with it-except to 
witness it. He saw no paperon this occasion 
other than the will, nor had he ever seen or 
heard of any formerdocument purporting to be 
Mrs. Stewart’s will.

Mr. Root rose as Mr. Choate took his seat, 
and said there was nothing to ask Mr. Rice on 
redirect examination to follow the original ex- 
amination, but the documents brought out by. 
the cross-examination might need further eluci- 
dation. This would depend upon what developed. 
Mr. Root wanted it understood that he might re- 
call Mr. Rice for this purpose. Mr. Choate in- 
sisted that Mr. Rice’s examination be finished at 
once, and gave notice that he would resist any 
attempt to lug in testimony at another time that 
could a8 well be given now. He did net believe 
it regular to let the other side hold one witness 
aside until they-could see how subsequent wit- 
nesses got on. 

“ Who do you call the other side?” interposed 
ex-Judge Gilbert, with some show of spirit. He 
represents the Garden City Cathedral. 

“Any and all of you,” Mr. Choate replied, . 
“‘all the conspirators.” 

Ldward BL. Hilton’s name was, called,and @ 
man built upon Judge Hilton’s plan stepped out 
trom the pack of spectators. Mr. Root intro- 
duced him to the court by saying that he had 
been summoned from Paris to testify in this 
case. Paris had been his home for seven years, 
where he had charge of the business of Sylves-< 
ter, Hilton & Co. The contestant had not sum- 
moned him, but. as he was a witness to Mrs. 
Stewart’s will and knew much that was perti-' 
nent to the case the proponents had brought him 
across the ocean. Mrs. Stewart’s will was writ- 
ten by the hand of this witness, from ws A 
handed him by his father, Judge Hilton. 8 
wrote alsc, under the same direction, the first 
and second codicils, and was a witness to both 
will and codicil. These formalities took place 
in the library of the Stewart mansion. Every- 
thing said was spoken clearly and in a full tone, 
and all present understood it perfectly. Mrs. 
Stewart was plainly in sound mind, and quite 
understood all she:did. She acted entirely upon 
her own volition. Judge Hilton was not pres- 
enton any of these occasions. Judge Henry E. 
Davies, James Henry Work, aud the witness 
signed the wlll with Mrs. Stewart. The codicils 
were witnessed only by’ Mr. Work’and the wit- 
Ness. 

Mr. Choate approached Mr. Hilton ‘with easy 
questions spoken softly. Mr. Hilton said he had 
never seen or heard of any will of Mrs. Stewart 
except the one he witnessed. Matters: relating 
to the personal relations between the Stewart 
and the Hilton families warmed Mr. Hilton’s 
recollection. Mrs. Stewart, he said, always 
called Mrs. Hilton her dearestfriend. The fam- 
ilies saw each other daily, Mrs. Stewart going to 
their house or they to hers, without formality. 
Judge Hilton usually waited upon Mrs. Stewart 
in the morning to learn her wishes on business 
or other matters, and often he called on return- 
ing home to report about business or for reasons 
simply social. 

* We understand you to say,” was Mr. Choate’s 
question after the witness had declared and 
shown by double-barreled evidence that the 
fainilies were as intimate as possible; ‘“ we un- 
derstand you to say that the relations between 
your families were most cordial ?”’ 

‘*They were,” Mr, Hilton replied. 
warm feeling existed between us.” 

“ bee this intimacy interrupted at any time?” 

** Never.”’ 

“How did, you prevent its interruption in 
Summer time, when Mra. Stewart went out of 
town ?” 

_“Isn’t that a fine question?” said Mr. Conk- 
ling, sneeringly. ‘* We onject to it.” 

“The witness says,” Mr. Choate explained, 
“that there was no interference with the in- 
timacy of the families. I propose to show that 
the Hilton family took care tbat bo interruption 
of this intimacy should occur in Summer time, 
und that they prevented it by going in Summer 
wherever she went. The Hilton family did not 
permit any interruption. I ask the witness 
again how any interruption of their intimacy in 
Summer was prevented ?” 

“As there was no interruption,” the witness 
Said 1n reply, ‘there was nothing to prevent.” 

‘Then there-was no interruption?” 

‘*Not @ bit.” 

“Did the combined members of your family 
remain intown during her absence in Sum- 
mer ?”’ 

‘Some of our family usually went away.” 

“To Saratoga?” 

“Yes. Mrs. Stewart always insisted on my 
father or mother or both going to Saratoga 
with her.” 

‘So that your family and Mrs. Stewart had 
opportunities of seeing a good deal of each other 
the year round %” 

“ee Yes.” 

: Rg those opportunities yon did not neg- 
lect ¢” 

“We did not cultivate them specially,” the 
witness answered with some warmth. 

The witness was admitied to the Bar in this 
city in 1871 at the age of 21. He studied un- 
der Prof. Dwight at the Columbia Law School 
aud afterward in the office of Hilton, Campbell 
& Bell, of which Judge Hilton was senior part- 
ner. When this firm merged into the firm of 
Davies, Work, McNamee & Hilton much of the 
Stewart business feilinto their hands as attor- 
neys. Judge Henry E. Davies was associated 
with that firm as counsel,and Judge Hilton lent 
the influence of his name to help the witness’s 
influence. 

A good dealof time was spentin showing that 
Judge Hilton had a separate office in the Stewart 

3uilding and was Mr. Stewart’s intimate friend 
wud adviser for many years. Mr. Choate exer- 
cised his ingenuity in twisting questions to put 
the witness in chancery. One of the questions 
read as if Judge Hilton entered Mr. Stewart’s 
smploy in the capacity of intimate triend. The 
Surrogate thought such an assumption need- 
lessly cruel and had the record maée less disre- 
spectiul. 

Mr. Choste tested the witness’s recollection 
about the residences of the Hilton family forthe 
last 38 years. The witness had a good memory 
in this respect, and in due course moved the 
fumily from 630 Fifth-avenue in April, 1876, 
when Mr. Stewart died, to 7 West Thirty-four h- 
street in Oetober of the same year. No. 1 West 
Thirty-fourth-street was then oceupied by Dr. 
White, who attended Mr. Stewart, to whom the 
house belonged. 5 

“Then this is one of the houses that your 
father left to Mrs. Stewart, is 1t?” Mr. Choate 
asked in his blandest manner. 

“What do you mean?” the witness demanded 
sharply. 

“Tmean thatit is one of the houses that he 
failed to take from Mrs. Stewart?” 

A chorus of protests against this form of ques- 
tion rose from the company of lawyers on the 
other side. The Surrogate looked quizzically 
ever the Bench and Air. Choate went on in @ 
different way. 

“Your brother Henry went into the house 
after Dr. White left it, did he not?” 

“Vee,” 

“ And it still belonged to Mrs. Stewart? There 
was no unrecorded deed or anything of the kind 
in connection with the house was there?” 

**T have seen a deed of the house to Charles J. 
Clinch—an unrecerded deed. I don’t know 
whether or not the deed is now in existence.” 

Further mp vai about this deed elicited noth- 
ing further after recess. The examination con- 
tinued industriously on the line pursued in the 
morning. An effort to show that Mrs. Stewart 
favored the witness by giving him money at 
various times and paying his debts tended to 
show that Mr.Choate was on a fishing expedition 
for luck, for Mrs. Stewart never paid the witness 
any money for services and he had always been 
without debts.

‘bythe ‘persistency with which Mr.:Choate sought 
to learn what business the witness’a law 
firm did as attorneys for the Stewart. or 
Hilten interests. The witness sald that the 


' firm’s books would tell the story. He had not 


seen the books for 10 or 12‘years and had‘no 
idea where they were. Probably members of 
the firm haa them. They were certainly be- 
yond his:own controL Mr. Stewart, Mrs. 8tew- 
,art, and.Judge Hilton employed the firm as at- 
‘torneys when the firm could be useful. Em- 
ployment was given also to other firms, among 
them Alexander & Green and Evarts, South- 
maya & Choate. 

Mr. Choate continued his inquiries persist- 
‘ently, and produced Mrs. Stewart's power of 
attorney to Judge Hilton and other important 
papers, drawn by Judge Henry E. Davies, and 
} executed in the office of the firm to which the 
‘witness then belonged. He wanted to know 
what was paid for the preparation of these 
papers. 

“The books will show,’ was the invariable 
answer.

“morning, will you not?” 

“T will ask him,” said the witneas, 

“You will try your best, won’t yout You 
must see the importance of having the books 
here, do you not?”

Like some of the counsel’s former 
foraging trips, this one yielded nothing tangible, 
So far as the witness knew anything of his 
father’s affairs, he knew that before Mr. Stew- 
art's death Davies, Work, McNamee, and Hilton 
searched titles for fully 30 pieces of real estate 
in this city which Judge Hilton bought, usually 
paying in full in cash for the same.

THE AQUEDUCT CONIRACTS. 
seg ni 
VACATING THE INJUNCTION IN THE 
O'BRIEN & CLARK CASE. 

Judge Barrett yesterday morning dis-: 
“solved the injunction which he granted to: 
} Jacob Ebling three weeks ago,.restraining the 

Aqueduct Commissioners from awarding the 
contract for the construction of Section 16 of 
the new aqueduct, extending from the junction 
“of Convent-avenue and One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-fifth-street to the gatehouse in Central Park, 
about two and one-half miles,to O’Brien & 
Clark. In deltvering his opinion, Judge Barrett 
said that the injunction ought not to have been 
granted; that he granted it very reluctantly, 
and that he should not have granted it but for 


the fact that the building of the aqueduct was a 
great public matter, in which the loss of a few 

. days was inconsiderable, in order to give the 
plaintiff an opportunity to prove that there was 
some corrupt understanding or fraud on the 
part of the Commissioners. Among other things 
that he said were: 

“The ——- it seems to me, is entirely pre- 
mature. It proceeds as though the Commissioners 
had acted and had awarded the contract to O’Brien 

,& Clark, acting fraudulently or in bad faith. But 
‘that is not this case. This injunction is to restrain 
in advance the ofilcial judgment of the Aqueduct 
Commissioners, and pronounce in advance that a. 
judgment which would be exercised in favor of a 

articular firm of contractors must necessarily be 
‘fraudulent or an abuse of power. The Commission- 
ers have not yetacwd. It is supposed by the plaint- 
iff that, because of the manner in which they have 
,acted in the past, they will necessarily act in the’ 
‘game manner in the present. The law permits the 
Commissioners to reject all bids which may be pre- 
sented to them, to accept whatever bid they think 
will produce the greatest efticiency for the public 
service. * * * The difficulty is that the Legislat- 
ure has given a wide discretion to the Commission- 
ers. 

“The usual policy of the law has been abandoned’ 
that the work shall be given to the lowest bidder. 
Ifthe Commissioners think that giving the work 
to a higher bidder will promote efliciency they have 
the power to doit. Itis not for the court to say 
from the past, standing alone, or from the fact re- 
peated many times, that the Commissioners have 
given work to higher bidders that they have abused 
their discretion. * * * The Commissioners may 
have given these contracts in amanner to indicate 

‘favoritism to this firm, and yet, on the other hand, 

the Commissioners may have exercised their sound 
judgment in what they deem to be the highest effi- 
cieucy of the public service. I shall dissolve the in- 
junction, and permit tho Commissioners to proceed 
and exercise that judgment which the law allows 
them, and totake into consideration every one of 
those claims, including that which is sought to be 
Testrained.’ 

Judge Barrett rendered his decision without a 
moment’s hesitation the moment the arguments 
were concluded. Theonly new matter prodneed 
yesterday during the arguments was the affida- 
vits of Messrs. O’Brien & Clark. They assert 
that their contracts have always been for the 
advantage of the aity, that they have never re- 
ceived any favor from the Commissioners, and 
that Benjamin 8. Church, the Chief Engineer of 
the aqueduct, has recommended to the Commis- 
sioners to award them all the contracts which. 
have been awarded to them. They deny all the, 
charges made against them by the affidavits’ 
vresented by Mr. Ebling, and assert that they 
have acted fairly by the city in every respect. 

Mr. Kellogg announces that he will probably 
appeal to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court.

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES SCORE ONF. 

Judge O’Brien of the Supreme Court grant- 
ed apreliminary injunction yesterday restrain-: 
ing Sheriff Grant from selling out the Postal: 
Telegraph and Cable Company, the United Lines 
Telegravh Company, and the Commercial Tele 
gram Company because they have not paid their 
assessmnent according to State law, to provide 
for the salaries and expenses of the Subway 

‘Commission In laying out plans and methods of 
putting the wires under ground. The State Con- 
troller issued a warrant to Sheriff Grant to col- 
lect the assessment according to the mileage of 
wire in the city of the various companies. The 
amount apportioned to the Postal Cable Com- 
pany was only $726, but it was not paid, as the 
company believed it was unconstitutional, and 
the two other companies agreed with it. As a 
result, the Sheriff levied upon the companies and, 
was going to seil one out yesterday but for the 
protective influence of the injunction. 

There are several allegations made why the tax 
should not be paid. The Controller had appor- 
tioned $80,000 to be collected, $50,000 for New- 
York and $30,000 for Brooklyn. It is charged 
rthat this isan unreasonable allowance for the 
Subway Commissioners and their expenses, and 
that the umount should certainly be not more 
than $15,000 to New-York and $9,000 to Brook- 
lyn. It was also alleged that any assessment 
by the Controller should be apportioned gener- 
ally among the corporations assessable and ap- 
portioned between New-York and Brooklyn. 
Several companies in this city had been left out 
ot the assessment. Further, the charge is made 
vhat the Controller ordered the assessment with- 
out having received an itemized or detailed ac- 
count of the expenses of the comunission.

YALE’'S NEW LIBRARY. 


“WHAT MR. CHITTENDEN’S MEMORIAL 

WILL LOOK LIKE. 

_ The plans for the new library building: of 
Yale University which for some time have-been.; 
in preparation-by J. ©. Cady & Co., aroniteocts, — 
of 111 Broadway, are completed. Contracts,, 
have been signed and the work-is tobe begun:at. 
once and pushed to completion, The scheme of’ 
the building, which‘ts the gift. of 8. B. Chitten- 
den of Brooklyn, and will be a memorial of his 
ideceased daughter, Mrs..Lusk, is far-reaching, 
‘looking forward in the future to three great 


library buildings, connected, yet distinct, ana 
possessing poasihilities of classification and de- 
velopment equal to the needs of the university’s 
growth and prosperity. When completed the 
building will one of the largest of the kind in 
the country, havinga capacity of nearly 300,000 
volumes, besides a large reading room and spa- 
cious apartments for executive = 08es. 

The interior arrangements w ein accord- 
ance with the modern idea of saorificing 
architectural pompin the interest of the pres- 
ervation of the books ang the ease of handiing 
them. The cathedral-like interior, with nave 
and atsles, lofty colu , ‘groined ceiling, 
alcoves in which the volumes are displayed to 
spectacular advantage, and long staircases lead- 
ing tothe upper shelves where books are being 
destroyed by the intense heat is dispensed with. 
Instead, the building is tobe arranged in lofts, . 
each about1é feetin height. These lofts for 
nalf their height are to be filled with bookcases, 
leaving only room for suitable access. The 
space above the cases is to be devoted wholly to 
light and air, the walls being pierced with win- 
dows on all sides. This arrangement brings the 
books within reach of the attendant of the floor 
without stair-olimbing, and preserves them from 
excessive heat. 

The reading room occupies a picturesque wing 

of the main building, gaining thereby special 
heightnd form. As it will bein a marked de- 
gree the memorial feature of the building, it has 
been carefully studied in detail and decoration 
with this in view. Its striking feature will bea 
richly yet delicately treated dormed ceiling, 
with an effect of airy beauty. 

Asin the Dwight Hall, which was planned by 
the same architects, the style of the new library 
building will be the early Romanesque. The ex- 
terior will be of a lighter and warmer sandstone 
than that iene § used for the college buiid- 
ings, the design of Mr. Chittenden being for 
something more cheerful than the rather sombr 
brownstone hitherto employed. The heavy wa 
masses, the groups of windows of pecullar ar- 
rangement, in part to suit the system of book 
storage, the memorial reading room, and the 
picturesque outline of the whole give promise of 
a beautiful butkiing. Itis to be completely tire- 
proof throughout, the roof, walls, floors, and 
partitions being all of masonry and iron, this 
great advantage being in accordance with & sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Chittenden within the past 
‘year, and accompanied by an addition to his 
original gift. 
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A COTION FIRM SUSPENDS.

WALTER T. MILLER & CO. UNABLE TO 
MEERT ENGAGEMENTS. 
Walter T. Miller & Co., one of the oldest 
firms in this city engaged in the cotton trade, 
announced upon the Cotton Exchange yesterday 
*jts inability to mect its engagements. 
The firm was established nearly 75 ysars ago, 
and Walter T. Miller, its present head, has been 
40 years in the trade. When the Cotton Ex- 


change was built Mr. Miller was Chairman of the 
Building Committee, and as such gained the 
,reputation of finishing the building within the 
“limits of the original estimate, a feat of infre- 
quent occurrence, When the Cotton Exehange 
was organized he was elected its Treasurer, an 
office ne has ever since held. The firm was com- 
posed of Walter T. Miller and Isaac B. Froeligh. 
The suspension is attributed to the failure of 
several of the firm’s customers to respond to the 
‘demand for margins. Although it did not spec- 
ulate on its own account the firm has beeu on 
the long side of a falling market for some time. 
It is said to have lost largely by the failure of J. 
W. Hall. Two Boston firms ars mentioned as 
among those whose margins were not forthcom- 
ing. After the suspension was announced a 
draft arrived from one of these snfficient, had it 
come in time, to have tided the firm over its 
present dithoulties. 

Mr. Miller said that the suspension did not 
mean that his firm was insoivent. He did not 
know exactly how it.stood, but felt sure that, 
within a short time, it would be able to pay up 
in fulland noone would lose anything by the 
failure.

‘SUFFERINGS OF THE CREWS OF TWO 


WRBOKED IN THE STORM. 








SCHOONERS BEFORE BEING RESCUED. 
The bark Talisman, Capt. Delano, from 
“Trinidad, yesterday brought intoport Capt. Gar- 


‘field and the crew of seven men-of *the.schooner* 


James Ford of Dennis, Mass. The Ford. sailed 
‘from Baltimore for-New-Bedford,. March 8, coal 
‘laden, and had fine weather until Sunday, the 
llth, when off the Delaware capes. She was 
there struck by the storm, and by the time she 
was 32 miles southeast of Barnegatthe wind 
was blowing a hurricane and a terrifio sea was 
running. The vessel was hove to under close- 


reefed sails and headod tothe west. Monday morn- - 
ing at 4 o’olock and three hours. later heavy seas: 


‘broke over the decks. The forestay, foresail, and 


boom, mainsail, and main gaff and steering gear 
were Swept away, a boat, skylight, forward 
house, and davits were smashed, and the cabin 
was flooded. The vessel was unmanageable 
and completely in the power-of the storm. She 
was hove down on her beam ends and leaking 
badly. All hands were at the pumps continual- 
ly, and after pumping for three days there were 
eight feet of water in the hold. he schooner 
was settling rapidly by the head, and all hands 
were exhausted, cold, and frostbitten. In these 
straits the Talisman was a welcome sight when 
she came up Thursday. The schooner sank soon 
after the men were taken off. The Ford was: 
built at Bath, Me., in 1871, and was owned by 
Henry Fiske. She was of 628 tons burden, 146 
feet long, 33 feet wide, and 17 foet deep. 

The ship Record of Liverpool, Capt. Forbes, 
120 days from Caloutta, arrived here yesterday 
with Capt. Whitimore and eight of the crew of 
the schooner W. L. White. The men were 
picked up from an open boat last Saturday in a 
terribly exhausted condition. They received 
excellent care on the Record and are now a3 
wellas could be expected after nearly four 
days’ terrible exposure. The White sailed from 
Doboy, Ga., Feb. 29, forthis port. Everything 
went well unti! Mareh 12, off Absecom, when the 
great storm caught the schooner in ita wrecking 
grasp. The vessel probably passed over a 
sunken wreck, as Capt. Whitimore felt 
& Slight shock. The White pvecame leaky 
and waterlogged, and filled rapidly. The 
next day, as it was impossible to keep up with 
the Jeak ~~ the guar. the crew took to 
the boat. his was at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and for the next four days the fight was one for 
life. They were without food or water and had 
all they could do to keep the boat right side up. 
By means of a drag her head was kept to the 
ses. Saturday, at9 A. M., the boat was about 
70 miles southwest of Cape May, and soon after 
the Record hove in sight. The men were quickly 
taken on board, The White was built in 1884 at 
Rockland, Me., and was owned by A. F. Ames, 
She was 157 feet long, 35 wide, and 17 deep, 
and of 626 tons burden.

IMPROVED COTTON BALING. 
sietalliiniiadl 

EXPERIMENTS BEFORE A COMMITTEE. 

OF THE BOARD OF UNDERWRITERS. 


King Cotton was the subject of several: 


rather violent but interesting experiments 
yesterday afternoon in the building of the New- 
York Cotton Press Company. There has been 
considerable discontent of late among insurance 
companies in regard to the inferior kind of bag- 
ging used in the baling of -cotton, the generally 
reckless way in which it has been put up, and 
the consequent seriousness of the leases by fire 
which have been the result. Only a short time 


ago Secretary Despard of the National Board of 
Marine Underwriters said: ‘‘The losses in cot- 
ton fires are appalling. Since September there 
have been 69 fires on ships and wharves, in 
which the amonnt of cotton at risk was 131,788 
bales. About 75 percent. of this amount was 
totally destroyed.” There has been, conse- 
quently, a movement among insurance men to 
obtain a safer and more rational way of protect- 
ing the snowy material while in process of 
transportation from place to place, 

The experiments yesterday were before & com- 
mittee of the Board of Underwriters, of which 
Clayton Platt was Chairman. Bales of cotton 
were wheeled into the maw of the great press, 
hooped up, after being reduced to about one- 
fifth their original size, and then the qualities 
of the bagging used were tested by pulling and 
hauling the bales about the floor. The new kind 
of covering proposed is much closer in texture 
than the old material, it being impossible to see 
the cotton through its interstices, It was also 
much less fuzzy and — to catch sparks of 
fire, while its cost will be about 20 per cent. 
greater. The committee Will report the results 
of the experiments to the board to-day, at the 
office, 25 William-street.
